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Report  of  Selectmen. 


To  the  citizens  of  S~va7?2pscott : 

Having  tried  to  fulfill  our  duties  as  Selectmen  to  the  best  of 
our  judgment  we  take  pleasure  in  addressing  our  fellow-citizens 
at  the  close  of  our  official  year.  We  can  certainly  take  great 
pride  in  the  thought  that  we  are  an  up-to-date  and  prosperous 
town.  Having  carefully  considered  the  expenditure  of  the 
appropriations  intrusted  to  our  charge  from  an  economical  stand- 
point and  with  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  at  heart,  we  sin- 
cerely hope  that  we  have  acted  in  a  manner  which  will  meet 
with  the  approval  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  to  whom  we 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 


Playground. 


This  land  was  purchased  as  by  vote  of  the  Town,  and  the 
necessary  deeds  have  been  passed.  The  land  has  been  used  a 
large  part  of  the  time  by  the  children,  but  needs  improvement. 
We  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated  to 
regrade  and  put  it  in  suitable  condition  for  a  general  play- 
ground. 

Stone  Ledge. 

The  Selectmen  consider  the  purchase  of  this  land  a  good  bar- 
gain. The  Surveyor  of  Highways  has  taken  possession,  and 
there  is  rock  enough  in  sight  to  last  the  Town  for  at  least  25 
years. 
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Road  to  Pest  Pouse. 

Of  an  appropriation  of  $100  the  sum  of  $99.10  was  spent  to 
roughly  grade  the  road  leading  to  the  Town  Pest  House,  and 
the  road,  for  this  amount,  was  put  in  passable  condition  only. 

Humphrey  Street  Culvert. 

(Near  estate  Allen  Rowe.) 

This  improvement  has  been  carried  out  the  past  year,  and  is 
apparently  satisfactory  to  the  abutters. 

Hay  Scales. 

The  Hay  Scales  were  removed  to  their  new  location  on  Pine 
street  and  placed  in  good  working  order.  General  repairs  were 
made  by  the  makers  of  the  scales.  This  improvement  was  carried 
out  at  a  cost  of  $231.28.  The  Selectmen  consider  this  an  ideal 
spot  and  feel  confident  that  the  scales  will  be  used  more  largely 
than  at  their  former  location. 

Widening  Orient  Street. 

By  the  donation  of  land  by  Mr.  Leonard  H.  Phillips  and  the 
removal  of  the  ledge  the  road  has  been  straightened  and  a  dan- 
gerous corner  near  the  entrance  to  the  Little  estate  has  been 
removed.  The  Selectmen  consider  this  a  great  improvement, 
and  with  a  small  expense  for  grading,  the  roadway  can  be  put 
in  excellent  condition. 

Water  Carts. 

The  Committee  on  looking  into  this  subject  decided  to  repair' 
one  of  the  carts  owned  by  the  Town  and  to  purchase  one  that 
was  slightly  used. 

By  doing  this  the  Town  has  at  present  two  carts,  in  good  con- 
dition, at  the  price  of  one  new  one,  making  a  total  of  three  carts 
owned  by  the  Town. 
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Police  Department. 

The  Police  Department  is  in  good  condition  and  rendering 
good  service  to  the  Town.  During  the  last  year  an  officer  has 
been  on  duty  night  and  day  at  the  Police  Station.  This  has 
been  a  great  addition  to  the  Department  and  we  believe  one  that 
is  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  citizens  and  should  never  be 
discontinued. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  will  be  found  elsewhere. 

Fire  Department. 
The  Fire  Department  is  in  good  condition  and  we  believe 
affords  the  Town  ample  fire  protection  in  every  way.  The 
report  and  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  will  be 
found  elsewhere.  We  approve  of  the  recommendations  made 
by  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

Sidewalks. 

We  trust  the  citizens  will  approve  of  the  appropriation  of 
$2,000  recommended  for  permanent  sidewalks. 

Swampscott  does  not  compare  favorably  with  a  good  many 
towns  in  regard  to  its  sidewalks. 

The  Town  has  been  quite  liberal  in  its  appropriations  for  its 
roads  and  they  will  compare  well  with  the  roads  of  other  towns 
but  there  has  never  been  the  same  effort  put  forward  for  good 
sidewalks  as  there  has  been  for  good  roads,  and  while  some  of 
the  citizens  have  occasion  to  use  the  roads,  we  all  have  occasiork 
to  use  the  sidewalks.  A  certain  amount  of  money  expended 
each  year  and  having  the  work  done  in  a  continuous  line  so  far 
as  the  appropriation  will  go,  would  in  a  few  years  place  a 
system  of  sidewalks  in  the  Town  that  would  be  a  credit  to  the 
Town  and  something  that  would  be  appreciated  by  all. 

Enlargement  of  Town  Hall. 
The  present  Town  Hall  will  seat,  provided  every  seat  in  the 
hall  is  taken,  just  400  persons.     The  Town  has  over  1,100 
voters.    We  think  provision  should  be  made  to  accommodate  a 
larger  number  of  voters. 
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The  Police  Station  is  now  situated  in  the  cellar  of  the  Town 
Hall.  It  has  no  conveniences  whatever;  is  damp,  and  in  our 
opinion,  unhealthy.  The  place  is  not  suitable  or  fit  in  any  way 
for  the  location  of  the  station. 

The  library  is  also  much  in  need  of  more  room. 

We  believe  an  addition  could  now  be  made  that  would  be 
practicable  and  one  that  the  voters,  as  well  as  several  of  the 
departments,  would  derive  direct  benefit  from. 

We  are  of  the  opinion,  land  can  be  secured  at  a  reasonable 
price  directly  in  the  rear  of  the  main  body  of  the  hall  and  the 
hall  could  be  extended  directly  back  about  forty  feet,  throwing 
the  stage  back  just  this  amount.  This  would  give  all  the  room 
required  by  the  departments  on  the  first  floor,  besides  adding  to 
the  seating  capacity  of  the  hall  from  250  to  300  persons,  and  the 
hall  so  enlarged  would  in  our  opinion  serve  the  needs  of  the 
Town  for  many  years. 

We  recommend  this  matter  be  referred  to  a  committee  to 
report  on  same  at  the  adjourned  meeting. 

Ambulance. 

The  Town  has  occasion  to  use  many  times  during  the  year  a 
vehicle  to  convey  injured,  sick,  or  intoxicated  persons,  and 
especially  in  case  of  the  sick  or  injured  it  is  almost  impossible  at 
times  to  procure  a  suitable  carriage  to  convey  them  in  either  to 
the  hospital  or  their  home,  and  while  we  do  not  advocate  at  this 
time  the  purchase  of  a  new  ambulance,  as  the  cost  of  same  would 
be  considerable,  we  do  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $300  for 
the  purchase  of  an  ambulance.  Frequently  an  opportunity  is 
offered  by  some  city  or  town  to  secure  a  second  hand  ambulance 
which  is  practically  as  good  as  new,  and  an  appropriation  o 
this  amount  would  place  the  Selectmen  in  a  position  to  take 
advantage  of  an  offer  of  this  kind. 

During  the  last  year  the  Selectmen  had  an  opportunity  of  this 
kind  but  as  they  had  no  appropriation  and  the  matter  had  to  be 
decided  at  once,  they  were  obliged  to  pass  the  offer. 
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Land  for  Cemetery. 

• 

The  Town  will  soon  be  compelled  to  buy  more  land  for  ceme- 
tery purposes  as  about  all  the  available  land  has  now  been 
graded  and  sold  for  lots. 

The  Selectmen  have  secured  an  option  on  about  five  acres  of 
land  at  $800  until  April  i,  1905,  immediately  adjoining  the 
cemetery  and  consider  it  a  reasonable  price  for  the  land  and 
would  recommend  that  the  Town  purchase  the  same. 

Interest  and  Discount. 

Article  3,  Section  6,  of  our  by-laws  state  the  Town  shall  charge 
interest  on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the  first  day  of 
November.  Our  Town  counsel  interprets  this  that  the  Town 
must  charge  a  rate  of  interest  on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after 
the  first  day  of  November. 

The  Town  has  for  many  years  allowed  a  discount  on  all  taxes 
paid  on  or  before  October  ist.  This  discount  amounts  to  about 
$1,500  per  year.  This  is  not  generally  done  by  towns  and 
cities  and  we  believe  it  should  be  discontinued  in  our  Town  as 
the  amount  given  for  discount  has  to  be  added  to  taxes  raised, 
and  the  amount  the  Town  allows  of  two  per  cent.,  which 
is  practically  only  for  one  month,  is  equal  to  the  rate  of  twenty- 
four  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  Town  can  hire  money  for  a 
much  less  rate,  and  in  our  judgment  it  would  be  good  business 
policy  and  a  direct  saving  to  the  Town  to  abolish  the  two  per 
cent,  discount. 

Selectmen. 

We  would  recommend  to  the  voters,  that  commencing  with 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  be  elected  in  ISJarch,  1906,  one  mem- 
ber be  elected  for  three  years,  one  member  for  two  years,  and 
one  member  for  one  year,  and  thereafter  one  member  of  the 
Board  be  elected  each  year  for  three  years.  This  would  always 
give  to  the  Town  two  experienced  men  on  the  Board.  We

believe  that  this  is  in  the  line  of  gopd  business  policy  and  one 
that  should  be  adopted  by  the  Town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  the  only  department  of  the  Town 
to-day  that  is  not  elected  for  three  years,  and  in  our  opinion,  is 
the  board  of  all  others  that  should  be  elected  for  that  term. 

We  have  had  an  article  inserted  in  the  Warrant  which  if 
adopted  would  make  this  possible  for  our  Town  election  held  in 
March,  1906. 

Amendment  to  By-Laws. 

We  have  offered  an  amendment  to  the  By-laws.  See  War- 
rant. 

The  amendment  proposed  is  to  prevent  the  shutting  off  of 
debate  on  an  article  before  any  consideration  has  been  given  to 
it.  Frequently  in  our  meetings  a  debate  on  an  article  in  our 
Warrant  has  been  shut  off  by  some  subsidiary  motion  being 
made,  the  same  as  *'  previous  question  "  or  "indefinite  postpone- 
ment," etc.,  which  are  not  in  themselves  open  to  debate,  and  if 
carried  in  the  affirmative,  which  is  frequently  done,  shuts  off 
entirely  all  debate  when  voters  present  have  come  prepared  to 
present  facts  and  make  arguments  on  the  same.  We  recom- 
mend the  amendment  be  adopted. 


New  Streets. 


During  the  year  several  petitions  have  been  received  to*lay][out 
streets.  Plans  have  been  drawn,  hearings  given,  and  the  streets 
laid  out.  This  matter  will  be  submitted  to  the  citizens  for 
acceptance  at  the  annual  March  meeting.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

Your  Committee  believe  that  commendable  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  past  year  in  the  work  of  our  Town  schools. 
Officers  and  faithful  teachers  have  co-operated  with  parents  to 
produce  the  best  possible  results  in  the  mental  equipment  of  our 
pupils. 

Methods  of  education  are  undergoing  such  radical  change,  in 
some  respects,  that  it  requires  constant  investigation  to  keep  in 
touch  with  the  best  and  most  effective  lines  of  training  and 
development  for  teacher  and  scholar  alike. 

Numerous  problems,  large  and  small,  have  confronted  the 
.committee,  which  they  have  endeavored  to  solve  after  careful 
consideration  in  accordance  with  their  best  judgment  and  to  meet 
actual  conditions. 

One  of  the  first  matters  for  consideration  was  the  necessity  of 
additional  school-room.  Because  of  numerical  growths  in  the 
higher  Grammar  School  grades  it  became  necessary  to  establish 
an  additional  eighth  grade,  but  there  was  no  available  class-room 
that  it  could  occupy.  Beside  this,  our  fourth  and  fifth  grade 
schools  at  both  Redington  street  and  Essex  street  were  so  over- 
crowded that  the  teachers  had  each  from  ten  to  fifteen  more 
pupils  than  one  teacher  should  be  expected  to  be  responsible  for, 
and  towards  the  close  of  the  spring  term  we  found  it  advisable  to 
employ  an  additional  teacher  for  the  remainder  of  the  school 
year,  to  aid,  in  turn,  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  of  both  schools. 
It  was  evident,  too,  that  the  High  School  would,  before  long, 
need  another  class-room. 
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The  committee  felt  that  a  new  school  building  should  be 
erected  to  provide  for  the  rapidly  growing  educational  needs  of 
our  Town  scholars,  for  which  we,  in  common  with  every  other 
community  of  our  State,  are  responsible. 

In  consultation  with  various  architects,  we  decided  upon  a 
plan  to  present  to  the  town,  for  the  erection  of  a  four-room  brick 
school  building,  so  constructed  that  at  any  future  time,  four 
additional  rooms  could  be  added,  whenever  needed. 

This  would  have  provided  for  present  class  room  requirements 
and  have  relieved  the  pressure  at  the  Redington  Street  and  Essex 
Street  Schools,  which  have  been  taxed  to  their  utmost  capacity. 

After  careful  investigation  and  planning,  and  realizing  the 
urgency  of  immediate  action,  we  were  prepared  to  lay  the  neces- 
sities of  the  case  before  the  Town,  at  a  special  meeting  called  to 
consider  that  and  other  business  in  July  last. 

As  many  of  our  citizens  will  recall,  we  were  not  given,  at 
that  meeting,  even  the  courtesy  of  a  hearing.  The  motion  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  was  postponed  indefinitely,  without 
affording  him  an  opportunity  to  state  facts  that  the  citizens  of 
the  Town  needed  to  know. 

Realizing,  however,  that  this  action  did  not  reflect  the  real 
sentiment  of  the  Town,  for  only  a  small  proportion  of  its  citizen- 
ship was  present  at  the  special  meeting,  the  committee  simply 
made  the  best  arrangements  possible  to  meet  existing  conditions. 

For  the  needed  additional  class-room,  we  leased  the  lower 
floor  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  on  Elmwood  road,  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  furnished  it  for  school  purposes. 

One  of  the  sixth  grade  schools  was  transferred  in  September 
from  the  Phillips  building  to  this  improved  school  room,  and  a 
room  was  thus  made  available,  at  the  former  building,  for  the 
new  eighth  grade. 

As  to  the  Future. 

The  arrangement  thus  made  is  only  temporary.  With  the 
coming  year,  the  formation  of  still  another  school  will  be  neces- 
sary. The  entering  first  grade  classes  were  so  large  in  the  fall 
that  a  mixed  second  and  third  grade  at  Redington  street  must  be 
separated,  at  the  opening  of  the  next  school  year,  and  formed 
into  two  schools,  with  a  teacher  for  each. 
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We  have  no  available  room  for  the  new  class.  Does  it  not 
seem  clear  that  we  must  have  a  new  building  for  our  growing 
family  of  scholars,  which  is  keeping  pace  with  the  development 
and  growth  of  our  Town  ?  * 

The  committee  feel  that  a  new  brick  school  building  should 
be  provided  for  at  the  coming  annual  Town  meeting.  We  say 
a  brick  building,  because  it  will  prove  economy  for  the  Town, 
in  the  end.  We  would  recommend  the  erection  of  an  eight 
room  building,  with  a  room  for  the  storing  of  supplies  and  text 
books,  to  meet  the  present  needs,  and  in  which  to  concentrate 
two  or  three  of  our  Town  schools  which  are  neither  an  ornament, 
a  necessity  or  economy  for  the  Town,  as  now  conducted. 

There  are  two  school  properties,  at  least,  which  we  recommend 
that  the  Town  sell  :  The  Pine  street  building,  with  only  two 
schools  and  the  school  building  at  the  beach,  in  which  only  one 
school  is  held.  For  each  of  these  we  must  employ  a  janitor,  as 
well  as  for  the  school  room  on  Elmwood  road. 

The  two  school  buildings  referred  to  could  be  sold  and  the 
proceeds  applied  towards  the  erection  of  a  substantial  brick 
structure,  with  a  more  modern  equipment,  in  which  could  be 
gathered  our  scattered  schools,  and  which  could  be  conducted 
at  less  comparative  expense,  in  the  future. 

This  principle  of  concentration  of  buildings  and  forces  is  being 
applied,  by  all  the  progressive  Towns  of  our  state  and  others,  to 
their  educational  plants. 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  the  committee  felt  it  would 
be  wise  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  best  results  in  our  schools, 
to  separate  the  offices  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Principal 
of  the  High  School.  Accordingly,  Mr.  H.  C.  Childs  was 
released  from  the  former  duty,  that  he  might  give  his  entire  time 
to  the  administration  of  high  school  affairs. 

The  committee  then  elected  Rev.  Robert  M.  Martin  of  Salem 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of 
that  office  September  ist. 

Mr.  Martin  gives  to  our  schools  two  days  supervision  in  each 
week,  Wednesday  and  Thursday.    He  has  an  office  in  the  Towr 
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Hall,  and  from  3.45  to  4.45  P.  M.  on  both  the  days  mentioned, 
can  be  found  there  for  consultation  by  parents,  teachers,  scholars, 
or  any  having  business  with  the  schools. 

This  new  arrangement  has  worked  quite  satisfactorily  thus  far 
and  is  commending  itself  to  the  judgment  of  those  interested  in 
our  school  work. 

Improvements. 

The  most  extensive  work  of  renewal  in  connection  with  the 
individual  school  buildings,  has  been  the  installation  of  a  new 
sanitary  system  of  closets  in  the  basement  of  the  Redington 
street  school,  connected  with  the  sewer.  It  was  a  needed  and 
appreciated  improvement,  especially  as  we  consider  the  ages  of 
the  pupils  attendant  there. 

Between  one  and  two  hundred  loads  of  loam  were  deposited 
last  spring  upon  the  lawn  of  the  Phillips  school  building,  to 
renew  the  soil  wasted  away  by  the  storms  of  previous  years. 
The  new  deposit  has  been  sown  with  grass  seed  and  the  lawn  is 
now  in  fine  condition. 

At  Essex  street  various  experiments  have  been  tried  with  the 
heating  apparatus.  It  does  not  yield  fully  satisfactory  results 
yet,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  remodel  the  heating  plant  during 
the  coming  summer. 

One  of  our  public-spirited  citizens  has  made  the  offer  of  several 
hundred  dollars  towards  the  partial  equipment  of  a  manual  training 
plant,  or  of  a  kindergarten  school  if  it  be  more  desirable,  and  the 
committee  have  the  offer  under  advisement. 

If  others  of  our  well-to-do  townsmen  should  supplement  this 
offer,  we  might  fully  equip  one  or  the  other  of  these  schools. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  would  suggest  that  in  the  event 
of  an  appropriation  for  a  new  school  building,  the  Town  appoint, 
if  it  thinks  wise,  a  committee  of  five  of  our  representative 
citizens  to  consider  with  the  School  Board  possible  sites  and 
plans  for  the  new  building.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent. 


To  the  School  Comviittee  of  the  Town  of  Sivampscott : 

In  this,  my  first  report  as  Superintendent,  I  bear  pleasurable 
testimony  to  the  quite  gratifying  condition  of  the  schools  of 
Swampscott.  Our  corps  of  teachers  would  probably  bear  favor- 
able comparison  with  the  strong  teaching  forces  of  our  Common- 
wealth. While  not  all  of  prime  merit,  our  teachers,  as  a  body, 
I  am  happy  to  state,  are  of  exemplary  character,  ability  and  skill, 
and  are  pursuing  their  tasks  in  a  spirit  and  with  an  energy  which 
are  worthy  of  their  high  calling.  It  follows  as  a  natural  conse- 
quence, since  good  teachers  are  the  first  qualification  of  good 
schools,  that  the  majority  of  our  pupils  are  giving  themselves  to 
their  studies  with  a  fair  degree  of  earnestness,  and  are  exemplify- 
ing a  deportment  which  insures  progress.  (It  must  be  regret- 
fully said  in  parenthesis  that  the  qualified  phrase,  ''majority  of 
our  pupils,"  is  made  necessary  by  some  pupils  who  may  not  be 
commended  either  for  attention  to  study,  or  for  propriety  of 
deportment).  The  people  of  the  Town  also  show  praiseworthy 
appreciation  of  the  schools,  a  healthful  solicitude  for  their  wel- 
fare, and  a  manifest  purpose  that  our  educational  privileges  shall 
excel.  To  the  co-operation  of  these  factors,*  able  teachers, 
studious  pupils,  an  interested  public,  the  meritorious  standing 
of  our  schools  is  due.  For  the  advancement  of  our  standard  and 
for  the  improvement  of  our  facilities,  I  pledge  myself  to  labor  in 
union  with  you. 

Submitted  with  this  are  reports  of  the  high  school  by  the 
principal,  Mr.  Childs,  and  of  music  and  drawing  by  the  super- 
visor. Miss  Bill,  which  make  more  particular  mention  of  these 
departments  unnecessary. 
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The  New  School  on  Elmwood  Road. 

Gradual  increase  of  pupils  year  by  year  is  compelling  increase 
of  school-houses  and  of  teachers.  This  report  adds  one  school 
and  one  teacher  to  our  roll.  The  new  school  bears  the  name  of 
Elmwood  Road  on  which  it  stands.  The  lower  floor  of  Odd 
Fellows'  Hall  has  been  rented,  and  was  opened  in  September  for 
work  of  the  sixth  grade.  It  is  not  an  ideal  school-room,  but 
serves  very  well  for  temporary  use.  The  teacher  here  is  Miss 
Alice  L.  Shaw,  former  teacher  of  the  sixth  grade  in  Phillips 
school.  To  the  loss  of  our  whole  work  and  to  the  grief  of  the 
community.  Miss  Shaw  has  been  laid  aside  for  several  weeks  by 
serious  illness.  Happily  she  is  now  rapidly  recovering,  and 
expects  to  resume  her  loved  employment  in  a  few  days.  Mrs. 
Angle  B.  Markley  has  very  acceptably  supplied  the  place  made 
vacant. 

New  Teachers. 

The  report  of  Principal  Childs  notes  the  resignations  of  Miss 
Alice  G.  Coombs  and  Miss  Marion  H.  Nickerson  of  the  High 
School  and  the  election  of  Miss  Elisabeth  M.  Dunning  and  Mrs. 
Mary  J.  Keese.  Miss  Elizabeth  E.  Thompson  who  had  taught 
in  Marblehead  was  engaged  to  teach  a  new  eighth  grade  which 
was  formed  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.  Miss  Clara  L. 
Miller  was  assigned  to  the  sixth  grade  in  the  Phillips  School  to 
fill  the  place  of  Miss  Mabel  S.  Knight  who  received  a  year's 
leave  of  absence  to  care  for  sick  friends  in  her  Danvers  home. 
Miss  Miller  had  been  on  our  teaching  force  since  April,  1904, 
assisting  the  overtasked  teachers  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  at 
the  Redington  Street  and  the  Essex  Street  Schools. 

Improvements  at  the  Redington  Street  School. 

The  new  and  most  satisfactory  sanitary  accommodations  which 
your  wisdom  has  provided  in  the  basement  of  the  Redington 
Street  School,  and  the  consequent  disuse  of  the  unseemly  out- 
building, have  brought  joy  to  teachers,  scholars,  and  community. 
A  helpful  change  has  been  made  also  by  the  rearrangement  of 
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the  scholars'  desks  and  chairs  in  the  rooms  of  the  fourth  and  fifth 
grades.  This  change  promotes  the  comfort  and  convenience  of 
the  teachers,  and  brings  the  light  more  favorably  to  the  scholars 
at  their  desks. 

Emphasis  on  Reading. 

Reading  as  fundamental  in  the  acquisition  of  all  branches  of 
learning  is  of  paramount  importance.  Ability  to  read  aloud  with 
fluency,  distinctness,  and  intelligent  expression  is  a  desideratum 
of  the  times  in  most  schools.  Zealous  that  Swampscott  shall 
take  first  rank  in  this  essential  accomplishment,  I  am  giving 
attention  to  improvement  in  our  reading,  and,  indeed,  in  all  the 
oral  utterance  of  the  classroom.  Beginning  at  the  foundation, 
w^e  are  just  now  introducing  into  our  first  grades  with  your  ready 
approval  a  new  method  of  learning  to  read  by  the  adoption  of 
the  books,  phonic  charts  and  cards  of  Mrs.  Emma  K.  Gordon's 
"Comprehensive  Method  of  Teaching  Reading"  published  by 
Messrs.  D.  C  Heath  &  Co.  Our  teachers  are  giving  enthusiastic 
reception  to  the  new  system,  and  together  with  the  superintendent 
are  hopeful  that  one  year  hence  we  shall  report  an  interest  and 
achivement  heretofore  unattained  by  us  in  beginners'  reading. 

Our  elementary  grades  in  general  are  wanting  in  the  freshest 
and  best  readers  both  vocabulary  and  supplementary.  New  sets 
of  books  would  furnish  stimulus  and  aid  to  the  improved  reading 
which  we  seek.  I  have  in  mind,  therefore,  to  lay  before  you, 
and  to  ask  your  sanction  to  adopt,  some  recently  prepared  reading 
books  which  seem  to  me  of  commanding  merit. 

Outlined  Courses  of  Study, 

There  is  needed  amoung  our  teachers  a  more  perfect  under- 
standing about  the  exact  extent  of  ground  to  be  traversed  in  the 
studies  of  the  various  grades.  Uniform  results  may  be  attained 
only  when  the  work  to  be  done  is  clearly  defined  and  accurately 
outlined.  It  is  my  purpose  to  prepare,  as  expeditiously  as  is 
consistent  with  thoroughness,  outlines  of  the  respective  courses, 
which  will  contribute  to  uniformity  of  accomplishment,  relieve 
teachers  of  some  embarrassment,  and  facilitate  transfer  of  pupils 
to  the  same  grade  in  a  different  school  without  loss  of  ground. 
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Co-operation  of  the  Public. 

Parents  of  our  scholars  and  the  general  public  can  render  us 
help  of  great  value  by  giving  more  consideration  to  our  work 
and  by  taking  more  observant  and  sympathetic  attitude  toward  it. 
Parents  have  supreme  control  in  the  important  matter  of  the 
punctual  and  regular  attendance  of  pupils.  Most  parents  are  true 
to  their  responsibility,  and  are  exemplary  in  their  care  to  have 
their  children  promptly  and  constantly  at  the  place  of  duty. 
Some,  however,  are  derelict,  and  are  entailing  irreparable  loss 
upon  the  children  they  sincerely  lov^e,  by  failure  to  weigh  the 
seriousness  of  even  an  occasional  absence  from  the  class-room. 
Unfortunately,  alas !  they  injure  other  people's  children  also  by 
compelling  teachers  to  spend  time  which  belongs  to  the  faithful 
on  the  unfaithful  absentees ;  and  withal  they  impose  on  the 
schools  the  discredit  of  a  meagre  average  of  attendance.  In  the 
cases  of  a  few  parents  (I  say  it  with  pain)  the  offence  is  flagrant. 
One  of  our  grades  has  a  percentage  of  attendance  which  is 
shameful  because  of  the  gross  negligence  of  the  heads  of  four  or 
five  families.  We  cannot  think  that  these  persons  are  conscious 
law-breakers;  but  here  is  the  statute  from  "The  Revised  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,"  Chapter  44,  Section  i  : 

"Every  person  having  under  his  control  a  child  as  described  in  this 
section  shall  cause  him  to  attend  school  as  herein  required;  and  if  he  fails 
for  five  day  sessions  or  ten  half  day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six 
months  while  under  such  control  to  cause  such  a  child,  whose  physical  or 
mental  condition  is  not  such  as  to  render  his  attendance  at  school  harmful 
or  impracticable,  so  to  attend  school,  he  shall,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant 
officer  and  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
twenty  dollars." 

Grave  evil  is  done  by  promiscuous  faultfinding  with  the 
teachers  on  the  part  of  some  real  friends  of  our  schools.  As 
servants  of  the  people  we  welcome,  we  cordially  invite  the 
frankest  criticism  of  ourselves  and  of  our  work.  But  the  good 
name  of  our  schools  and  the  high  reputation  of  our  Town  direct 
that  the  criticism  shall  be  intelligent  and  measured,  and  brought 
to  those  who  may  put  the  criticism  to  benefit.     Surely,  too,  the 
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broadest  scope  of  criticism  has  not  place  for  unkind  letters  to 
teachers,  in  which  parental  bias  utters  its  own  complaints  and 
sometimes  the  second-hand  ''say  so's"  of  Dame  Rumor.  The 
most  devoted  teacher  is  usually  the  chief  sufferer  from  the  wrong. 

It  is  our  desire  and  aim  to  make  the  acquaintance  and  win  the 
confidence  of  all  the  public.  The  Superintendent  has  made  his 
office  in  Town  Hall  that  he  may  be  at  the  people's  very  heart  and 
be  easily  accessible  to  all.  He  covets  conversation  with  parents 
in  the  children's  interest  at  any  time,  and,  more  particularly,  at  his 
office  hours,  3.45  to  4.45  P.  M.  on  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays.  He 
desires  to  have  occasional  evening  meetings  for  free  intercourse 
between  officers  and  teachers  and  parents  for  mutual  gain. 
Untoward  causes  this  year  have  delayed  such  a  gathering  long 
considered,  but  one  is  planned  for  the  near  future,  which  it  is 
hoped  a  large  company  will  attend. 

The  Needed  New  School-House. 

My  brief  time  of  service  makes  me  hesitate  to  mention  a  new 
building  with  the  attendant  large  outlay  of  money.  Yet  duty  to 
the  Town,  whose  servant  I  count  it  high  honor  to  be,  commands 
me  to  speak ;  while  your  own  advocacy  of  the  building  in  your 
report  and  the  quite  general  expectation  of  the  people  make  my 
response  to  duty  easier.  Even  with  the  added  rented  room  on 
Elmwood  road,  the  accommodations  for  our  present  number  of 
scholars  is  inadequate.  We  have  been  obliged  to  put  into  one 
room  at  Redington  street  a  second  and  a  third  grade  making  a 
school  of  forty-seven  pupils  and  inequitably  burdening  the 
teacher.  Miss  Katharine  Y.  Prescott.  The  enrollment  table 
which  accompanies  our  school  reports  shows  steadily  growing 
numbers  year  by  year ;  and  the  column  for  the  fall  term  of  1904 
points,  especially  in  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh 
grades,  to  a  crowding  of  pupils  and  a  burdening  of  teachers, 
which  seriously  retard  progress.  Enlargement  has  become  a 
necessity.  What  is  the  course  of  wisdom  ?  Are  we  to  think 
only  for  the  present  ?  Or  are  we  to  forestall  the  future  ?  Should 
not  the  structure  raised  to-day  subserve  also  the  future's  need  ? 
Moreover,  is  not  the  word  of  the  hour  concentration?  Shall 
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we  act  mistakenly,  if  we  rear  one  spacious  house  which  shall 
receive  the  youth  now  unaccommodated  and  also  take  the  place, 
perhaps,  of  the  Beach,  Pine  Street,  and  Essex  Street  Schools ? 
The  Redington  Street  house,  easy  of  access  because  of  its  central 
location,  should  probably  be  preserved  for  primary  grades,  as 
some  of  the  people  are  suggesting.  Fewer  buildings  mean  much 
saving  of  money.  One  commodious  structure  can  be  maintained 
at  much  less  expense  than  several  small  structures.  Besides  this 
pecuniary  economy,  other  advantages  of  a  large  building  are 
manifold.  Sufficient  to  mention  here,  the  readier  unification  of 
work,  the  promotion  of  intercourse  and  the  securance  of  an 
esprit  de  corps  among  the  teachers,  the  furtherance  of  good  dis- 
cipline through  one  principal,  the  need  of  fewer  textbooks,  maps, 
and  other  appliances,  because  adjoining  rooms  may  interchange. 
The  last  advantage  would  be  no  mean  economy  of  money  in  the 
course  of  the  years.  A  lesser  benefit,  yet  not  to  be  unesteemed, 
would  be  the  fuller  utilization  of  the  services  of  superintendent 
and  supervisor,  who  now  spend  precious  hours  paid  for  by 
public  money  in  futile  tramping  between  school-houses  widely 
distant.  These  considerations  are  but  suggestive  of  many  more 
which  should  seem  to  make  the  subject  of  the  new  building 
worthy  of  the  grave  deliberation  of  our  loyal,  discerning, 
prudent,  and  enlightened  townsmen. 

Further,  it  should  be  asked,  whether  the  new  house,  of  what- 
ever size,  should  not  have  a  suitable  room  for  textbooks,  station- 
ery, and  other  supplies.  Phillips  School,  which  is  now  the 
headquarters  for  supplies,  makes  very  unsatisfactory  provision 
for  them,  and  is  difficult  of  access. 

Use  of  the  Town's  Money. 

Perhaps  you  will  indulge  me  in  a  word  about  my  policy  in 
recommending  expenditure  of  the  public  money  appropriated  to 
education  and  stewarded  by  you.  My  aim  shall  be  to  aid  you  as 
your  servant  in  a  rigidly  frugal  use  of  this  fund,  seeking  from  all 
with  whom  we  transact  business  honest  return  for  honest  money. 
This  money  must  not  be  heedlessly  used  because  it  is  the  Town's 
money.    A  special  trust  obligates  a  keen  conscience  in  the  trustee. 
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Yet  in  entire  consistency  with  this  policy  you  will  justify  me  in 
proceeding  on  the  assumption  that  the  people  of  Swampscott, 
who  are  jealous  for  their  reputation  of  generous  dealing  with 
their  schools,  purpose  that  their  children  shall  have  an  education 
second  to  none,  and  that  ample  appropriations  shall  be  made  to 
insure  the  best  teachers,  the  best  apparatus,  and  the  best  general 
equipment,  with  which  alone  the  best  schools  are  possible. 

Appreciative  Mention. 

In  conclusion,  I  gladly  express  my  gratitude  to  the  people  of 
Swampscott  for  the  hospitable  welcome  they  have  given  me ;  to 
the  Sewer  Commissioners,  Messrs.  Bunting,  Sprague,  and  Poor, 
for  the  free  use  of  their  convenient  room  in  Town  Hall  for  my 
office  work ;  to  Principal  Childs  for  many  kindnesses  and  for 
performing  superintendent's  duties  which  my  partial  time  on  the 
field  makes  impossible  for  me ;  to  our  teachers  for  constant 
courtesy  and  co-operation  ;  to  our  scholars  also  for  an  affectionate 
respect  which  is  particulary  pleasing  to  me. 

For  yourselves,  the  Committee,  I  reserve  my  warm  word  of 
gratitude  for  your  cordial  confidence,  ceaseless  help,  and  unre- 
luctant  disposition  to  further  every  project  for  the  success  of  our 
schools.  You  have  made  my  association  with  you  wholly 
delightful.  You  are  rendering  the  community  gratuituous  service, 
at  cost  of  valuable  time,  thought,  and  labor  to  yourselves,  which 
only  the  initiated  few  who  know  the  work  can  measure.  Since 
the  worth  and  ability  of  a  committee  of  so  varied  and  so  special 
tasks  as  yours  increase  with  accustomedness  and  experience,  one 
may  well  wish  that  the  voters  of  :the  Town  shall  hold  such  a 
committee  in  office  all  the  years  it  is  willing  to  serve.

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Report  of  Principal  of  the  High  5chool. 

Since  the  last  report,  the  school  graduated  last  June  a  class  of 
thirteen  pupils,  the  largest  class  that  has  ever  graduated.  Of 
these,  one  is  in  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College,  Amherst, 
two  are  in  Salem  Normal  School,  two  in  private  school  in  Boston, 
two  in  business  schools  and  several  others  at  work  in  various 
occupations.  At  their  graduation,  the  class  gave  to  the  school  a 
statuette  of  Lorenzo  de'  Medici  by  Michael  Angelo,  a  companion 
to  the  gift  of  the  preceding  class.  These  two  gifts  are  perhaps 
the  most  noticeable  the  school  has  received.  '

It  might  be  well  to  call  attention  to  the  rules  governing  the 
giving  of  diplomas  :  "Diplomas  to  be  given  to  graduates  of  the 
high  school  shall  be  of  three  grades:  Grade  A,  "with  highest 
honor,"  to  be  given  to  those  pupils  whose  average  in  both  studies 
and  deportment  for  the  whole  course  is  "A,"  "Excellent"; 
Grade  B,  "with  honor,"  to  be  given  to  those  pupils  whose 
average  of  studies  and  deportment  for  the  whole  course  is  "B," 
"Good"  ;  Grade  C,  to  be  given  to  those  pupils  whose  average  in 
both  studies  and  deportment  for  the  whole  course  is  "C," 
"Passable." 

Two  changes  in  the  teaching  force  were  made  in  the  summer. 
Miss  Alice  G.  Coombs,  who  had  taught  the  sciences  and  some 
other  subjects  for  four  years,  resigned  to  take  another  position, 
and  Mrs.  Mary  J.  Keese  was  elected  to  the  vacancy.  Miss 
Marion  H.  Nickerson  who  had  charge  of  the  commercial  work 
resigned  to  go  to  Berlin  for  special  study  of  German.  Her  place 
was  filled  by  Miss  Elisabeth  M.  Dunning,  a  graduate  of  Mt. 
Holyoke  College. 

The  work  of  the  school,  as  at  present  arranged,  is  as  follows : 
Miss  Dunning,  bookkeeping,  shorthand,  typewriting,  Greek ; 
Mrs.  Keese,  algebra,  geometry,  botany,  chemistry,  German ; 
Miss  Ingalls,  English,  French  ;  Miss  Rideout,  Latin,  French 
ancient  history ;  Mr.  Childs,  modern  history,  political  economy, 
English  history,  geometry,  declamation,  music ;  Miss  Bill 
drawing,  music. 

From  the  high  school  point  of  view,  the  beginning  of  Latin  in 
the  eighth  grade  has  been  a  help,  some  pupils  finding  out,  before 
harm  is  done,  that  they  are  not  adapted  to  that  study,  and  others 
making  a  good  start,  that  helps  them  in  their  further  study  in 
the  high  school. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  definite  action  will  betaken  towards 
providing  some  form  of  physica  or  manual  training  in  the  high 
school  and  upper  grammar  grades.  Though  such  training  is 
more  expensive,  it  is  as  important  for  many  as  that  now  given 
in  the  school. 
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It  is  pleasant  to  note  in  conclusion,  that  the  spirit  pervading 
the  school  is  of  the  best.  Seldom  have  I  met  with  a  more 
responsive  or  better  disposed  class  of  pupils,  cases  of  friction, 
other  than  trifling,  being  rare.

Reports  of  Supervisor  of  Drawing  and  Music. 

Drawing. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  progress  in  this  department 
of  school- work.  There  is  growth  in  ability  to  handle  the  differ- 
ent mediums,  in  neatness,  and  in  execution.  There  is  also 
marked  improvement  in  the  pupils'  power  to  draw  with  a  greater 
degree  of  accuracy  from  the  flat,  from  objects,  and  from  nature. 
Our  course  of  study  seems  to  develop  observation,  and  to  give 
the  pupils  power  to  express  what  they  have  observed — also  to 
cultivate  a  love  for  the  beautiful  as  seen  in  art  and  nature, 
together  with  some  knowledge  of  the  works  and  lives  of  eminent 
artists.  Various  means  are  employed  to  attain  this.  The  little 
ones  find  much  to  please  and  interest  in  trying  to  cut  from  paper 
common  objects,  fruits,  animals,  and  the  human  figure,  after 
observing  these  and  from  memory.  This  is  carried  through  the 
third  year.  By  arranging  the  forms  cut  and  telling  stories  con- 
cerning them,  a  language  lesson  is  added  and  enjoyed.  Memory 
and  imaginative  drawings,  the  illustrating  of  stories  give  valuable 
aid  in  causing  the  pupils  to  think,  and  also  power  to  express  their 
thoughts  with  the  pencil.  Water-color  is  added  to  the  primary 
course  as  one  means  of  teaching  color,  and  neat  and  pleasing  work 
is  obtained.  The  same  thought  is  carried  into  the  grammar 
grades  with  added  means  to  aid  the  development  of  the  pupil. 
Charcoal  as  a  medium  for  teaching  light  and  shade  is  here  intro- 
duced, and  is  continued  through  the  course.  Water-color,  pencil, 
pen  and  ink,  are  also  added  as  mediums.  Casts,  pleasing  objects 
of  beautiful  form,  fruits,  flowers,  human  figure,  and  nature  are 
used  as  subjects  for  the  drawing  lesson.    Mechanical  drawing. 
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beginning  with  simple  working  drawings  in  the  lower  grades  and 
increasing  in  difficulty  in  the  higher  classes,  is  receiving  a  fair 
share  of  attention.  Geometric  drawing  is  carried  through  the 
seventh  and  eighth  year.  The  crowded  condition  of  the  High 
School  prevents  the  continuance  of  this  branch  of  drawing. 
The  drawing  classes  are  obliged  to  use  the  hall  for  work,  and 
there  are  no  conveniences  there  for  this  study. 

The  outlook  for  the  future  is  encouraging,  and  many  of  our 
pupils  are  showing  ability  for  good  work.

Music. 

The  schools  generally  are  fully  up  to  the  standard  established 
in  past  years,  the  exceptions  being  in  schools  where  the  changes 
of  last  year  caused  the  inevitable  lowering  of  the  record,  but  the 
faithfulness  of  both  teachers  and  pupils  will,  by  the  close  of  the 
present  year,  overcome  the  obstacles  with  which  they  are  con- 
tending. As  in  former  years  the  aim  of  the  course  is  to  give 
facility  in  reading  music,  knowledge  of  rhythm,  a  love  of  good 
music,  and  ability  to  render  such  as  is  within  the  capacity  of  the 
pupil.  Much  time  is  spent  in  individual  work,  both  in  reading 
and  writing  music.  Frequent  opportunities  are  given  for  sight 
singing ;  beside  this,  there  is  a  daily  drill  in  music.  With  the 
younger  pupils  rote  songs  are  used  to  give  variety  and  pleasure 
and  as  another  means  of  teaching  pitch  and  relative  length  of 
sounds.  To  most  of  the  pupils  the  music  lesson  is  a  source  of 
pleasure  which  becomes  greater  as  the  ability  to  read  music 
increases.  The  value  of  this  study  is  not  always  realized.  Some 
feel  that  the  few  with  marked  talent  are  alone  benefited  by  this 
I  study.  A  greater  mistake  could  not  be  made.  The  benefit  of 
1  music  may  be  felt  in  many  ways  by  all.  As  a  means  of  devel- 
i  oping  rapid  thinking,  keenness  of  sight,  judgment  and  memory, 
there  is  nothing  more  valuable  than  reading  music.  The  ability 
'  to  follow  intelligently  while  others  execute  will  become  a  source 
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of  pleasure  and  profit,  even  if  one  is  unable  to  produce  the 
desired  tones  himself.  As  a  refining  influence  too  much  cannot 
be  said  in  favor  of  music,  and  the  pleasure  to  be  derived  from 
even  a  slight  knowledge  of  it  is  worth  the  time  spent  in  studying 
music  in  school  or  elsewhere. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  teachers,  com- 
mittee, and  superintendent  for  their  unfailing  kindness  and 
helpfulness  now  as  in  the  past.

1.  Each  regular  pupil  who  is  candidate  for  a  diploma  is  required  to  take 
all  the  *'  required  studies  "  and  as  manj  hours  of  "  elective  studies  "  as  will 
make  fifteen  hours  of  prej>ared  lessons  per  week,  for  each  jear,  making 
sixty  hours  in  four  years.  Pupils  able  and  wishing  to  take  more  than 
fifteen  hours  per  week,  may  do  so  on  approval  of  the  teachers.  Pupils 
who,  for  reasons  of  health,  or  for  other  reasons,  wish  to  take  less  than 
fifteen  hours  of  work  per  week,  may  distribute  their  work  over  more  than 
four  years,  and  receive  their  diplomas  when  sixty  hours  of  work  have 
been  done.  An  average  of  "  C,"  both  in  studies  and  deportment,  is 
required  for  a  diploma.  "  E  in  any  study  prevents  promotion  or  gradu- 
ation. Class  work  and  deportment  are  marked  on  the  following  scale  : 
A=excellent,  B=good,  C=fair,  D=unsatisfactory,  E=poor. 

2.  The  choice  of  electives  must  have  the  approval  of  the  teachers,  and 
no  class  will  be  made  in  any  study  unless  enough  pupils  elect  it.  For 
pupils  preparing  for  college,  such  changes  in  the  course  of  study  as  are 
necessary  may  be  made  to  meet  the  requirements  for  admission.  Special 
students  may  take  spch  studies  as  they  are  fitted  for.  Music  is  required 
of  all  pupils,  except  those  excused  by  Director  of  Music  because  of  lack  of 
ability.  The  work  in  declamations  is  prepared  work,  with  regular  class 
instruction  weekly,  and  is  required  of  all  the  boys  and  elective  for  the 
girls. 

3.  Pupils  graduating  from  the  school  who  were  unable  for  anj'  reason 
to  take  any  desired  study  maj'  return  after  graduation,  and  enter  anv 
classes  they  may  wish,  and  receive  recognition  for  such  work  done.

SwAMPSCOTT,  Mass.,  February  24,  1905. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

During  the  past  year,  4,860  tons  of  stone  have  been  crushed, 
most  of  which  was  used  in  macadamizing  portions  of  the  follow- 
ing streets : 

Burrill  street  from  the  crossing  at  Caverly's  store  to  the  cross- 
ing at  Boynton  street ;  Orient  street  from  the  entrance  to 
Galloupe's  Point  to  the  'crossing  al;  the  estate  of  George  Brooks, 
and  from  the  crossing  at  the  Thorn  estate  to  Woodbine  avenue. 

There  were  used  on  the  different  streets  2,645  loads  of  gravel 
as  follows : 

Elmwood  road  from  Thomas  road  to  the  State  road ;  Orient 
street  from  Woodbine  avenue  to  Orient  court ;  Andrew  road 
from  Thomas  road  to  the  State  road ;  Ellis  road  from  Farragut 
road  to  the  State  road  ;  Berkshire  street  from  Middlesex  avenue 
to  the  State  road ;  New  Ocean  street  from  Pine  street  to  the 
Lynn  line;  Thomas  road  from  Elmwood  road  to  Burrill  street; 
portions  of  Essex  street,  Redington  street,  Middlesex  avenue. 
Grant  road.  Woodbine  avenue,  Monument  avenue.  Walker  road, 
Outlook  road,  Phillips  street.  Beach  Bluff  avenue,  Hampden 
street.  Pine  street,  Columbia  street.  Cherry  street  and  Salem 
street. 

The  gutter  at  the  junction  of  Columbia  and  Burrill  streets  has 
been  removed,  a  catch-basin  has  been  built  and  the  street  has 
been  graveled.  Gutters  at  the  foot  of  Rock  and  New  Ocean 
street  have  been  removed,  two  catch-basins  have  been  built, 
Thomas  road  and  Elmwood  road  gutters  have  been  removed. 
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graveled  and  a  catch-basin  has  been  built.  Gutters  and  crossing 
have  been  removed  at  the  junction  of  the  State  road  and  Burrill 
street,  and  a  catch-basin  has  been  built  by  the  State  Highway 
Commission,  the  Town  laying  pipe  and  macadamizing  the 
street.  These  approaches  were  dangerous,  especially  to  persons 
driving  over  the  same. 

The  curve  on  Orient  street  opposite  the  Smith  estate  has  been 
widened,  the  ledge  has  been  removed  and  the  street  has  been 
graveled  to  a  sub-grade,  Mr.  Leonard  H.  Phillips  giving  the 
land  to  the  Town. 

Farragut  road  was  resurfaced  from  Thomas  road  to  Grant 
road  and  sidewalks  were  put  in  good  condition.  There  were 
used  342  loads  of  gravel.  There  were  twenty-one  loads  of  stone 
dust  used  on  the  sidewalks  and  nineteen  loads  of  loam  on  grass 
borders.  One  hundred  and  forty-seven  loads  of  rock  and  other 
refuse  were  removed. 

The  culvert  on  Humphrey  street  at  AUen  Rowe  estate  for  20 
feet  was  taken  down  and  relaid,  and  the  culvert  deepened. 

The  road  to  the  Pest  House  was  widened  and  several  large 
boulders  were  removed.  The  entire  road  was  resurfaced  mak- 
ing a  vei*y  good  entrance  to  the  same.

There  were  laid  three  lengths  of  18-inch  cast-iron  sewer  pipe 
to  replace  an  old  stone  culvert.

There  were  removed  from  the  streets  of  the  Town,  1,426  loads 
of  gutter  scrapings,  part  of  which  were  used  in  filling  up  low 
sidewalks  and  the  rest  placed  on  the  different  Town  dumps.

Fire  Department  Headquarters, 
SwAMPscoTT,  Mass.,  Feb.  20,  1905. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Gentlemen, — We  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the 
annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending 
February  17,  1905,  this  being  the  tenth  annual  and  the  twenty- 
sixth  since  the  organization  of  the  paid  department  of  the  Town. 

Manual  Force. 

The  department  consists  of  thirty-three  men,  assigned  as  fol- 
lows :  One  chief  and  two  assistant  engineers,  seven  permanent 
men,  including  the  chief,  one  captain,  two  lieutenants,  five 
pipemen,  seven  hosemen,  six  laddermen  and  four  men  on 
steamer. 

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  at  the  present  time  with 
the  exception  of  the  hose  wagon  which  needs  painting  and  a  few 
slight  repairs.  The  apparatus  consists  of  one  steam  fire  engine 
with  three-horse  hitch,  one  two-horse  hose  wagon,  one  two-horse 
ladder  truck,  one  two-horse  chemical,  one  two-horse  hose  reel, 
one  relief  wagon,  one  single  wagon  and  five  hand  hose  reels. 

Fire  Alarm. 

Our  fire  alarm  system  is  practically  the  same  as  it  was  a  year 
ago  with  the  exception  of  one  new  fire  alarm  box  added  and  two 
old  boxes  exchanged  for  new  ones.    The  system  consists  of  one 
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four-circuit  gravity  battery  with  one  hundred  cells  with  no  switch 
board  for  governing  the  system.  As  there  have  been  many 
improvements  in  the  past  for  giving  alarms  for  fires  in  the  way 
of  storage  battery  and  switch  board  for  regulating  the  same,  we 
find  by  this  system  it  will  bring  the  expense  down  more  than 
one-half  after  being  installed.  We  hope  that  some  action  will 
be  taken  on  the  matter  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  and 
report  at  the  adjourned  meeting. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  has  been  all  that  has  been  required  of  it  the 
past  year.  The  hydrants  have  been  kept  in  good  order  and  all 
needed  repairs  have  been  attended  to  by  the  Water  Board  when 
reported  to  them.  There  have  been  two  new  hydrants  added  the 
past  year  which  makes  one  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  in  service. 

Hose. 

There  are  twenty-seven  hundred  (2700)  feet  of  two  and  one- 
half  inch  cotton  hose  (rubber  lined)  classified  as  follows  :  First 
quality,  twenty-three  hundred  (2300)  feet;  worthless  four  hun- 
dred (400)  feet.  There  are  also  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450) 
feet  of  three-quarter  inch  rubber  hose,  fifty  (50)  feet  having  been 
purchased  the  past  year. 

Horses. 

There  are  eleven  horses  in  the  department,  ten  of  which  are  in 
good  condition  at  the  present  time.  There  was  one  horse  pur- 
chased the  past  year.  The  horses  and  men  have  been  employed 
by  the  Street  Watering  Department  and  have  received  $1,325.00 
and  credit  for  same. 

Fire  Alarms. 

There  have  been  twenty-three  (23)  bell  alarms,  twenty-three 
(23)  telephones  and  six  (6)  still  alarms,  making  a  total  of  fifty- 
two  (52)  alarms  the  past  year.  The  no-school  signal  has  been 
sounded  eleven  (11)  times  and  the  department  has  responded  to 
fifteen  (15)  out  of  town  calls.    False  alarms,  three  (3).

Recommendations. 


We  would  recommend  that  five  hundred  (500)  feet  of  hose  be 
purchased  and  that  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00) 
be  appropriated  for  the  same  and  that  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  be  appropriated  for  new  fire  alarm  wire.  We  also 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  ($400.00)  be 
appropriated  for  the  repairs  and  the  purchase  of  a  pung  for 
winter  service. 


Remarks. 


The  department  has  been  very  successful  during  the  past  year 
in  handling  fires  and  it  has  been  largely  due  to  the  interest  taken 
by  the  members  and  the  prompt  manner  in  which  they  have 
responded  and  performed  their  duties.

In  concluding  our  report  we  wish  to  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for 
the  kindly  interest  you  have  borne  towards  the  Board  of 
Engineers  and  the  members  of  the  department  have  our  thanks 
for  their  quick  response  at  all  times  and  the  maner  in  which  they 
have  conducted  themselves.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  SEASON  OF  1904. 


During  the  season  of  1904  the  Swampscott  Park  system  has 
been  better  kept  and  looked  much  finer  than  ever  before.  But 
in  orcjer  to  keep  the  appearance  up  to  the  standard,  it  is  necessary 
each  year  to  give  the  parks  a  thorough  spring  cleaning.  In  the 
care  of  the  Monument  Avenue  Reservation  there  is  always  an 
immense  amount  of  cutting  and  prunning  and  transplanting, 
which,  although  it  does  not  make  much  of  a  show  on  the  sur- 
face, is  nevertheless  very  important,  if  the  shrubbery  is  to  appear 
at  its  best  later.  All  this  cleaning  up  and  the  care  of  the  lawns 
later  costs  money  and  makes  quite  a  hole  in  the  park  appropri- 
ation, leaving  comparatively  little  for  permanent  improvements. 

Another  heavy  expense  was  incurred  during  the  past  year 
owing  to  the  necessity  of  connecting  the  fishermen's  building 
with  the  sewxr.  The  old  cesspool  has  now  been  abolished  and 
the  drain  pipes  and  plumbing  changed  in  accordance  with  the 
new  sanitary  rules,  so  that  there  should  now  be  no  cause  for 
criticism  on  this  point. 

With  the  coming  of  the  sewer  too,  the  old  Ingalls  cesspool  has 
been  removed  from  the  beach,  thus  doing  away  with  another 
source  of  complaint. 

The  attention  of  the  public  is  called  to  the  rules  of  the  Park 
Commission  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  Blaney's  Beach  Reserva- 
tion, especially  that  part  which  relates  to  the  "  dumping  of  ashes, 
etc.,'*  on  the  beach.  There  has  been  considerable  trouble  from 
this  cause  and  some  criticism.  Any  citizen  knowing  of  the 
violation  of  these  rules  would  confer  a  favor  by  reporting  the

same  to  the  Park  Commission  personally  or  to  the  Park  Super- 
intendent. The  Commission  is  doing  its  best  to  keep  the  beach 
clean  and  attractive,  but  needs  the  co-operation  of  the  public. 

The  severe  storms  late  in  January  did  more  or  less  damage  to 
the  steps  near  Head  Rocks  and  also  to  the  sea  v^^all  opposite  the 
band  stand.  It  has  not  seemed  wise,  however,  to  make  more 
than  temporary  repairs  until  warm  weather. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting,  on  July  7,  1904,  it  w^as  voted, 
"That  the  lot  of  land  at  the  junction  of  Orient  and  Humphrey 
streets,  beginning  at  the  westerly  intersection  of  said  streets  and 
running  along  Humphrey  street  at  least  eight-five  feet,  thence 
southerly  in  a  direct  line  to  Orient  street  at  a  point  eighty-five 
feet  at  least  from  the  point  begun  at,  thence  along  said  Orient 
street  to  the  point  of  beginning,  ought  to  be  purchased  or  taken 
by  the  Town  as  and  for  a  public  park  and  that  the  Park  Com- 
missioners are  requested  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  secure 
said  land  for  said  purpose." 

Pursuant  with  the  above  vote,  the  Commissioners  on  August 
8th  took  steps  to  ascertain  whether  the  Roberts  estate  w  ould  sell 
the  said  lot  of  land  to  the  Town,  and  if  so  at  what  price. 

The  result  of  the  correspondence  is  that  the  Roberts  estate  is 
willing  to  sell  the  lot  in  question  to  the  Town,  for  park  pur- 
poses, for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  The  Commissioners 
also  hold  an  option  to  that  effect  which  is  valid  up  to  the  19th 
of  March,  1905. 

Keeping  in  mind  the  various  annual  expenses  connected  with 
the  administration  of  the  Park  property,  we  would  recommend 
that  the  Tow^n  appropriate  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for 
for  general  park  purposes  for  the  coming  year. 

We  would  also  in  pursuance  of  the  intents  of  the  Town's  vote 
of  July  7,  1904,  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  and  purchase  the  above  described  lot 
from  the  Roberts  estate,  for  park  purposes. 

Further  we  would  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500)  to  be  expended  by  and  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Park  Commissioners  for  the  improvement  of  the  above 
described  lot. 
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Rules  of  the  Park  and  Beach  Reservation. 

1 .  Tenants  of  the  Administration  Building  must  be  actual 
residents  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

2.  All  rents  are  to  be  paid  half  yearly  in  advance. 

3.  No  compartments  are  rented  or  to  be  used  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than  fishing  or  boating. 

4.  All  compartments  are  to  be  kept  clean  and  orderly  by 
the  tenants  and  to  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent. 

5.  No  person  having  boats  to  let  or  rent  shall  at  any  time 
allow  more  than  eight  (8)  boats  to  remain  upon  the  beach.  All 
over  that  number  must  be  kept  moored  off  the  beach,  to  be 
brought  ashore  only  as  needed  or  owing  to  stress  of  weather. 

6.  Residents  of  the  town  are  allowed  to  store  boats  at  such 
points  upon  the  Park  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Superintendent 
shall  direct,  between  the  ist  day  of  October  and  the  ist  day  of 
the  next  following  May. 

7.  Non-residents  wishing  to  store  boats  for  the  winter  upon 
the  Park,  must  make  written  application  for  a  permit  to  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

8.  The  privileges  of  the  tenants  on  the  beach  are  to  be  such 
only  as  shall  not  conflict  with  the  public  welfare  and  are  to  be 
defined  by  the  Superintendent  on  approval  of  the  Park  Com 
mision. 

9.  No  person  shall  deposit  upon  any  portion  of  this  Reser- 
vation, any  Ashes,  Brush,  Grass,  Debris  or  Waste  of  any  sort. 

10.  No  person  shall  within  the  said  Reservation  discharge 
any  Fire  Arms,  or  frighten  or  molest  any  birds  or  sea  fowl. 
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11.  No  person  shall  within  the  said  Reservation  in  anyway 
annoy  any  other  person,  or  have  possession  of  any  instruments 
of  gambling,  or  do  any  obscene  or  indecent  act. 

12.  No  person  shall  within  the  said  Reservation  except  by 
the  written  authority  of  the  said  Park  Commission,  engage  in 
any  business,  or  sell  or  expose  for  sale  or  give  away  any  goods, 
wares,  merchandise  or  circulars,  or  post  or  display  any  sign, 
placard,  flag  or  advertising  device. 

13.  No  person  shall  within  the  said  Reservation  bathe  except 
in  proper  costume  and  at  the  places  designated  therefor,  or  lie 
upon  the  beach  in  bathing  costume. 

14.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  locate  any  Bath  House 
within  the  said  Reservation  more  than  temporarily,  and  upon 
such  conditions  as  the  Superintendent  may  require. 

15.  No  person  shall  within  the  said  Reservation  remove, 
disturb,  cut,  break  or  ill  use  any  building,  structure,  fence,  tree, 
bush,  plant,  turf,  sign  or  other  thing. 

16.  No  person  shall  within  the  said  Reservation  deliver  any 
oration,  harangue,  political,  religious  or  otherwise  without  a 
written  permit  from  the  aforesaid  Commission. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  foregoing  rules  is  liable 
arrest,  and  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offence.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swa?npscott : 

Two  years  ago  your  Board  of  Assessors  decided  to  have  the 
value  of  land  uniform  in  the  same  location,  and  to  revise  the 
valuation  on  buildings,  so  that  there  would  be  no  question  but 
what  all  property  was  valued  on  the  same  basis.  Your  Board 
has  worked  on  these  lines  for  the  last  two  years,  and  we  think 
with  good  results  to  the  valuation  of  the  real  and  personal  estates 
of  the  Town. 

May  I  St,  1902,  the  valuation  on  land  was  $1,978,990.00. 
May  ist,  1904,  the  valuation  on  land  was  $2,372,106.00,  an 
increase  in  the  value  of  land  in  the  estimation  of  the  present 
Board  of  $393,116.00.  At  the  tax  rate  of  this  year  a  gain  to  the 
Town  in  taxes  of  $5,071.19.  May  ist,  1902,  the  valuation  on 
buildings  was  $2,783,675.00.  May  ist,  1904,  the  valuation  on 
buildings  was  $3,117,015.00,  an  increase  of  $333,340.00.  At 
the  tax  rate  of  this  year  a  gain  to  the  Town  in  taxes  of  $4,300.08. 
This  certainly  shows  that  the  Town  is  prospering. 

The  taxable  personal  property.  May  ist,  1902,  held  by  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  was  valued  at  $1,744,874.00.  May  ist, 
1904,  the  personal  property  was  valued  at  $2,206,172.00,  an 
increase  of  $461,298.00.  At  the  tax  rate  of  this  year  a  gain  to 
the  Town  in  taxes  of  $5,950.74,  making  a  total  gain  in  taxes 
this  year  over  1902  of  $15,322.01,  which  means  about  $2.00  per 
thousand  less  tax  rate. 

The  tax  rate  for  this  year  was  only  90  cents  a  thousand  more 
than  in  1902,  notwithstanding  the  Town  having  to  meet  the 
interest  and  payment  on  the  bonds  on  account  of  the  construction 
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of  the  sewers.  The  citizens  will  find  by  investigation  that  our 
tax  rate  is  now  much  lower  than  the  majority  of  the  towns  of  the 
state  who  have  not  sewers  and  other  improvements  which  we 
enjoy.  The  Bfoard  is  satisfied  that  if  they  are  allowed  to  carry 
out  their  present  policy,  and  with  economy  in  expenditures  and 
a  proper  financial  handling  of  the  loans,  a  low  tax  rate  can  be 
maintained. 

Personal  property  is  very  uncertain,  and  if  we  are  going  to 
keep  our  present  valuation  on  personal  property,  and  thereby  get 
a  good  return  on  corporation  and  bank  stock,  we  must  endeavor 
to  have  a  low  tax  rate.  This  is  a  very  important  feature  in 
attracting  people  to  build  and  become  residents,  as  well  as  of 
financial  interest  to  every  present  property  holder  in  the  Town. 

This  last  year  we  have  used  the  card  system,  and  also  have  had 
the  benefit  of  having  the  plans  of  the  Town  up  to  date,  and  the 
Board  is  satisfied  it  has  been  a  great  benefit  to  them  and  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Town.  By  vote  of  the  Town  we  are  obliged  to 
publish  a  full  list  of  the  assessed  values  of  all  estates  in  town  at 
the  valuation  of  May  ist,  1905.  We  would  recommend  that  this 
work  be  done  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  that  the  Town 
appropriate  $800.00  for  this  purpose  and  also  to  bring  the  plans 
of  the  town  up  to  date.

Brown  Tail  Moth  Work 

Number  of  trees  infested  with  brown  tail  moth  over  1,000, 
being  nearly  double  that  of  1903. 

Trees  sprayed  for  elm  beetle  and  web  worm,  13.  Storms  and 
rough  weather  of  the  present  winter  has  delayed  the  work  of 
clearing  the  trees  of  nests. 

Gypsy  Moth  Work. 

The  year  just  closed  is  the  first  that  the  gypsy  moth  has  been 
numerous  enough  to  cause  any  special  attention  was  found  in  all 
parts  of  the  Town,  about  fifty  trees  being  infested,  about  July 
15,  a  very  large  swarm  of  caterpillars  from  adjoining  woodland 
invaded  the  cemetery,  every  tree  was  infested,  in  some  trees  it 
was  necessary  to  sweep  them  down  and  burn  them  with  oil.  In 
October  after  the  caterpillars  had  passed  away  it  was  estimated 
that  there  was  twenty  thousand  nests  of  eggs  destroyed.  This 
work  and  expense  was  unexpected  and  unprovided  for.  By 
constant  care  and  watchfulness  not  a  tree  has  been  defoliated  or 
injured  during  the  past  year  by  moth  pests. 

Had  this  work  been  neglected  it  is  certain  that  there  would  not 
have  been  a  green  leaf  in  our  cemetery  the  coming  season. 

It  is  our  good  fortune  to  have  a  part  in  beautifying  our  streets 
with  shade  trees  that  will  contribute  to  the  enjoyment  of  thou- 
sands to  us  unknown,  what  a  tribute  to  good  taste  and  good 
sense  of  past  generations  are  the  magnificent  trees  that  adorn 
some  of  our  streets,  had  they  voices  no  doubt  but  some  of  them 
would  cry  out  at  the  wanton  abuse  too  often  fallen  to  their  lot, 
their  roots  anchored  deep  in  the  earth  have  been  severed  to  make 
way  for  water  mains  and  curbing,  their  heaven  seeking  tops  have 
een  butchered  to  give  clear  space  to  electric  wires. 
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As  it  is  not  expected  that  the  Legislature  will  make  any  law  for 
the  protection  of  trees  in  time  to  be  of  any  benefit  the  coming 
spring  I  recommend  that  the  Town  continue  the  work  of  sup- 
pressing the  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moth  also  to  plant  out  and  care 
for  trees  the  same  as  in  the  past  years  and  that  the  sum  of  $1,200 
be  appropriated  for  the  same.

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Report  of  Street  Lights  Committee.  ' 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

Your  Committee  having  charge  of  this  department  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  year. 

There  have  been  no  permanent  arc  lights  located  during  the 
year.  We  have  at  present  on  our  system  113  arc  and  60  incan- 
descent lights.  We  also  maintain  two  Welsbach's  at  the  Burrill 
street  bridge. 

By  a  vote  of  the  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  your  com- 
mittee was  instructed  to  arrange  with  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric 
Co.  for  the  lights  to  burn  until  daylight,  providing  satisfactory 
terms  could  be  made  for  the  same. 

We  took  the  matter  before  the  company  and  after  considering 
our  proposition,  they  agreed  to  run  the  lights  until  daylight  for 
the  year  ending  our  contract  with  them,  at  an  advance  of  $8.00 
per  arc,  and  $10.00  per  incandescent,  or  $75.00  for  arc  lights 
and  $18.00  for  incandescent.  We  considered  the  prices  .  as 
named  reasonable  and  closed  a  contract  wjth  them  until  our 
contract  expires,  which  runs  until  Aug.  i,  current  year. 

Light  Committee. 

By  consulting  the  auditor's  report  citizens  can  see  they  are  now 
paying  about  $10,000  per  annum  for  street  lighting,  or  about 
$2.00  a  head  for  each  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  town. 

Our  contract  with  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric  Co.  will  expire 
on  Aug.  I,  1905,  a  five  year  contract  having  been  made  in  1900. 
We  have  no  complaint  to  make  with  the  above  company,  and 
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are  informed  there  is  no  town  in  the  state  using  electric  systems 
who  are  being  served  better,  or  at  a  lower  price  than  this  town, 
and  your  committee  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  if  the 
town  desires  to  cut  this  big  outlay  of  money  down,  the  only  way 
to  do  it  is  by  adopting  some  of  the  Parkway  or  Boston  suburban 
Welsbach  systems  which  are  using  a  sixty  candle  light  and 
should  be  good  enough  for  all  our  outlying  streets  and  avenues. 
Your  committee  are  arranging  for  a  display  of  the  60  candle 
Welsbach  lights  in  some  one  of  our  streets,  and  hope  to  do  so 
before  the  date  of  the  town  meeting,  this  expense  will  be  fully 
borne  by  the  Welsbach  company  and  citizens  c^n  get  an  idea  of 
how  our  streets  would  look  at  night  with  improved  gas  methods 
instead  of  electricity. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the 
current  year  of  $10,000.

The  addition  of  347  books  during  the  year,  including  18  bound 
magazines  and  several  books  for  reference,  makes  the  whole 
number  of  volumes  contained  in  the  Tow^n  Library,  9,235. 

Twenty  books  have  been  replaced,  and  345  have  been  rebound. 
Six  were  destroyed  on  account  of  contagious  diseases. 

The  circulation  has  been  26,429 ;  the  largest  was  on  Satur- 
day, January  28,  when  425  books  were  given  out. 

Books  presented  include  20  volumes  of  *' Official  Records  of 
the  Union  and  Confederate  Armies,"  from  the  War  Department ; 
**History  of  the  Carnegie  Steel  Company " ;  The  Chemistry  of 
Common  Life,"  and  eleven  volumes  of  Practical  Mechanics' 
Journal,"  from  Mr.  David  H.  Lang;  and  a  book  of  fiction 
from  Miss  Babcock.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott : 

The  Water  Board  respectfully  submit  their  seventh  annual 
report.  During  the  year  just  closed,  considerably  more  than  the 
usual  routine  work  has  been  accomplished. 

In  June,  we  laid  334  feet  of  six-inch  pipe  in  Forest  avenue,  and 
in  the  late  fall  we  added  67  feet  to  the  six-inch  main  in  Devens 
road  to  accommodate  new  houses  in  this  fast  growing  section. 

In  September,  we  run  a  two-inch  pipe  in  Mapledale  avenue, 
which  was  much  needed. 

At  the  earnest  request  of  some  of  our  large  taxpayers  at  Beach 
Bluff  a  six-inch  main  was  laid  from  Atlantic  avenue  through 
North  Stone  road  nearly  to  the  Hotel  Preston,  this  we  believed 
was  no  more  than  was  actually  needed  to  protect  from  fire  the 
shore  side  of  this  continually  growing  hostelry  which  is  an  orna- 
ment to  the  Town. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  we  have  been  obliged  to  replace 
no  less  than  thirty-two  service  pipes  which  have  become  filled 
by  a  gradual  collecting  of  rust  and  vegetable  matter  ;  in  addition 
to  these,  eight  more  were  cleared  without  the  digging  up  of  the 
street. 

In  the  summer  months  the  accounts  of  all  our  water-takers 
were  transferred  from  the  book  registers  to  the  card  system  and 
are  now  in  a  very  compact  form,  which  we  find  a  convenient 
method  of  reference  ;  in  connection  with  this  system,  every  house 
has  been  inspected  and  fixtures  noted ;  all  service  boxes  have 
been  relocated  and  a  duplicate  or  plan  of  every  shut-off  box  is 
filed  at,  the  office. 
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Since  the  issuance  of  our  last  report,  we  have  had  but  three 
breaks,  in  our  main  lines,  and  only  one  of  these  occurred  in  the 
old  cement  pipe,*  this  happened  on  Orient  street,  at  tht  entrance 
to  the  Lodge  estate ;  the  other  two  were  in  the  cast-iron  pipe  on- 
Humphrey  street  caused  by  the  settling  of  the  sewer  trenches. 

As  to  the  matter  of  water  rates,  which  are  apparently  becom- 
ing a  burning  issue,  we  feel  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  some 
reduction  ;  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  commission  since  its 
inception  to  extend  and  relay  water  mains  with  money  from  the 
receipts  of  the  department,  while  this  may  be  well  as  to  the 
extension  of  pipes,  we  think  that  the  relaying  of  worn-out  lines 
should  be  taken  care  of  by  either  a  bonded  debt,  of  this  depart- 
ment, or  by  an  appropriation  from  the  Town,  if  it  seems  neces- 
sary that  this  work  should  be  done  in  the  immediate  future ;  the 
first  faucet  for  which  you  now  pay  $5.50  per  year,  we  favor 
leaving  as  at  present,  but  we  do  believe  that  we  can  safely  reduce 
the  first  bath-tub  and  first  water-closet  to  $4.50  each,  upon  the 
fall  bill  and  to  $4  upon  the  following  spring  bill,  thus  bringing 
the  three  fixture  rate  of  $15.50  down  to  $13.50  or  practically  a 
reduction  of  13  per  cent. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  it  might  be  well  to  state  that 
there  are  at  present  throughout  the  Town  715  people  who  pay 
for  three  fixtures,  i.  e.,  kitchen-sink,  first  bath-cub,  and  first 
water-closet ;  230  have  a  sink  and  water-closet ;  333  have  simpTy- 
a  sink-faucet;  in  addition  to  these,  there  are  185  extra  bath-tubs,., 
499  extra  water-closets,  and  448  people  who  pay  for  the  use  of  sll 
hose ;  the  balance  of  the  revenue  of  this  department  which  fs 
small  as  compared  with  that  received  from  the  foregoing  is 
obtained  from  the  use  of  extra  faucets,  extra  hose,  whirligigs  and 
other  unimportant  sources. 

The  meter  question,  it  seems,  is  bound  to  be  threshed  out  in 
this  Town  at  no  distant  date,  and  judging  from  the  interest  taken 
at  the  last  Town  Meeting,  at  which  this  matter  was  brought  up, 
we  feel  justified  in  encroaching  upon  the  space  in  this  report  for 
the  exhibition  of  a  few  figures  upon  the  measurement  of  the 
water  used  in  Swampscott  from  January  i,  1904,  to  Jan- 
uary I,  1905.

In  the  above  schedule,  the  February  figures  are  not  significant 
as  the  large  amount  used  was  caused  by  the  discharging  under 
ground  of  a  break  in  the  Humphrey  street  main  which  was  flow- 
ing into  the  sewer,  and  was  not  easily  detected. 

Last  spring.  May  i,  we  installed  14  meters  of  various  sizes 
including  4  inch,  2  inch,  1.5  inch,  i  inch,  and  five-eighths  inch, 
these  were  placed  on  services  which  we  considered  would  show  as 
marked  a  difference  in  amount  of  water  used  as  any  in  Town ; 
one  was  connected  with  the  house  of  each  of  the. Commissioners, 
one  fish  market  was  connected  up,  one  business  block  containing 
tenements  and  drug-store,  two  livery-stables,  one  extensive 
summer  home  including  stable  and  green-house,  with  considerable 
amount  of  lawn,  and  one  of  the  largest  hotels ;  below  we  give 
the  amounts  of  water  used  at  each  and  the  amount  of  their  yearly 
water-tax  as  levied  on  a  fixture  basis  as  at  present :

It  is  very  evident  that  the  dwelling-houses  with  ordinary  fami- 
lies and  moderate  grounds  would  not  use  50,000  gallons  a  year, 
and  in  nearly  all  of  the  above  cases  water  has  been  used  unstint- 
ingly.  ,  It  is  very  plain  that  while  a  large  amount  of  water  is 
wasted,  it  is  also  clear  that  upon  the  introduction  of  meters  the 
amount  used  would  be  very  materially  reduced,  and  while  this 
would  tend  to  place  us  in  a  favorable  light  before  those  from 
whom  we  buy  water  in  the  future,  still  that  reduction  which 
they  might  concede  would  hardly  be  sufficient  to  offset  the  loss 
of  water  receipts  caused  by  making  a  low  minimum  rate.  In 
all  water  systems,  whether  municipal  or  private,  in  figuring  a 
minimum  rate,  the  amount  of  water  used  is  seldom  used  as  a 
basis,  only  as  a  secondary  item  after  operating  expenses  and 
interest  on  investment.  For  tliese  and  other  minor  reasons  which 
might  be  mentioned,  we  would,  therefore,  consider  it  unwise  to 
recommend  to  start  with  a  minimum  rate  of  less  than  $15.00  per 
year,  nor  a  rate  of  less  than  30  cents  per  thousand  gallons ;  and 
to  go  still  farther,  we  think  that  in  cases  where  there  is  without 
doubt  an  abnormal  use  of  water  a  meter  should  be  installed  and 
meter  rates  charged  whether  the  water-taker  desires  to  buy  water 
by  measure  or  not.

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Minority  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Sivamfscott : 

In  the  foregoing  report,  signed  by  the  majority  of  the  Water 
Commissioners,  I  strongly  take  exception  to  that  portion  which 
relates  to  the  reduction  of  water  rates,  One  dollar  ($1.00)  each 
on  first  water-closet  and  first  bath,"  deeming  this  an  unwise 
measure  and  wholly  unbusinesslike,  as  I  shall  hereafter  explain. 

In  their  report  they  say  "We  feel  that  the  time  has  arrived  for 
some  reduction.  *****  Xhe  first  faucet,  for  which 
you  now  pay  $5.50  per  year,  we  favor  leaving  as  at  present,  but 
we  do  believe  that  we  can  safely  reduce  the  first  bath  tub  and 
the  first  water-closet  to  $4.50  each  upon  the  fall  bill,  and  to  $4.00 
on  the  following  spring  bill. 

In  order  that  I  may  make  myself  clear  in  as  concise  a  man- 
ner as  possible,  I  will  take  up  the  finances  of  the  department 
from  its  inception,  and  try  and  discuss  them  from  a  business 
standpoint.  In  1898  the  town  of  Swampscott  purchased  the 
Marblehead  Water  Co.,  all  its  rights  and  privileges,  for  the  sum 
of  $94,000,  and  with  legal  fees  and  necessary  expenses  made  the 
total  cost  $96,144.40.  For  this  the  town  issued  $100,000  in  3J 
per  cent.  30-year  bonds,  which  were  sdld  at  a  premium  of 
$5,270,  making  a  total  amount  received  from  the  sale  of 
bonds  $105,270,  leaving  the  department  a  working  balance  of 
$9, 1 25 .60.  Thus,  this  amount  was  not  the  earnings  of  the  depart- 
ment from  water  revenues,  but  practically  a  gift.  Added  to  this 
is  the  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  a  meter,  etc.,  $101.25  ; 
sale  of  land,  $800;  sale  of  old  standpipe,  $525;  unexpended 
balance  of  $20,000 ;  bonds  issued  to  build  the  new  standpipe, 
$2,237.^14;  sale  of  boilers,  pumps,  etc.,  in  old  pumping  station, 
$1,237.50;  received  from  the  town,  account  of  Walker  road, 
$679.95  ;  received  from  town,  account  of  Thomas  road,  $561 .86  ; 
making  a  total  of  $15,268.60,  all  unearned  revenue. 
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The  unexpended  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  town  Treasurer 
at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year  is  $3,058.31,  showing  that 
the  department  has  used  all  the  revenue  derived  from  water 
rates  and  all  of  the  $15,268.60  unearned  revenue,  less  the  bal- 
ance of  this  year,  $3,058.31,  making  it  clear  that  the  water  plant 
since  the  town  has  owned  it  has  not  been  self-sustaining,  and  but 
for  this  unearned  revenue  would  have  been  obliged  to  issue  more 
bonds  or  call  for  an  appropriation  from  the  town,  to  be  raised 
by  direct  taxation.  This  is  why  I  oppose  the  lowering  of  water 
rates.  I  believe  in  running  town  affairs  on  the  same  business 
principles  as  an  individual  would  run  hi^  own  private  affairs. 
This  department  should  be  on  a  paying  basis ;  the  present  tax 
rate  is  sufficiently  large  now,  and  it  is  suicidal  to  tax  further  real 
and  personal  estate,  as  will  have  to  be  done  if  the  town  votes 
favorably  on  the  suggestion  of  my  colleagues. 


The  Meter  Question. 

At  the  adjourned  town  meeting  in  March,  1904,  the  town 
appointed  the  following  committee  to  look  into  the  feasibility  of 
adopting  meters  for  the  sale  of  water :  Benjamin  G.  Ingalls, 
Joseph  M.  Bassett,  Percy  F.  Munsey,  Henry  I.  Nesmith,  Martin 
L.  Quinn,  Edmund  Russell,  Samuel  M.  Kehoe,  William  H. 
Bates  and  Charles  S.  Haskell.  This  committee,  after  a  very 
thorough  and  careful  investigation  of  the  subject,  voted  in  favor 
of  meters,  excepting  Messrs.  Bates,  Kehoe  and  Haskell,  the  rate 
per  1,000  gallons  to  be  fixed  by  the  Water  Commissioners,  so  as 
to  make  the  department  self-sustaining.  As  this  vote  conflicted 
with  the  fixed  rate  as  stated  in  the  article  in  the  town  warrant, 
this  could  not  be  legally  acted  upon,  and  so  failed  of  passage. 
Soon  after  this  I  myself  introduced  the  order  in  the  Water  Board 
to  install  a  few  meters  to  determine  what  amount  of  water  private 
houses,  blocks,  markets,  elevators  and  hotels  were  using.  Pre- 
viously I  had  taken  a  determined  stand  against  any  change  in  the 
existing  way  of  selling  water  umtil  such  time  as  the  Commission 
could  ascertain  from  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  what  the 
probable  cost  would  be  under  the  next  contract,  not  knowing 
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what  terms  for  the  future  could  be  made.  After  the  installing  of 
the  few  meters  spoken  of,  and  learning  the  amount  of  water  used 
by  one  of  our  largest  takers,  which  is  shown  in  our  report,  as 
having  used  4,955,957  gallons  of  water,  for  which  was  paid  $479 
under  the  now  existing  rates,  and  even  at  the  rate  of  20  cents  per 
1,000  gallons  would  have  paid  us  $991.19, 1  have  been  convinced 
beyond  all  doubt  that  we  cannot  too  quickly  install  the  meter 
system.  The  town  should  allow  the  Water  Commissioners  to  fix 
the  rate  equitable  to  all,  not  adopting  the  minimum  rate  of  this 
town  or  that  city,  but  establishing  a  price  commensurate  with  our 
expenditures.  Let  those  who  use  the  water  pay  for  it !  It  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  when  the  town  made  its  ten-year  contract 
for  water  it  got  a  most  favorable  rate,  the  maximum  price  being 
$4,800  for  the  last  three  years.  Swampscott  is  outside  the 
Metropolitan  District  and  therefor  will  be  obliged  to  pay  the 
price  asked  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board,  which  will  cer- 
tainly not  be  any  more  favorable  than  to  the  cities  and  towns 
within  the  district.  If  we  were  paying  to-day  the  price  asked 
those  within  the  district,  we  should  be  paying,  instead  of  $4,800, 
the  sum  of  $8,900  for  the  current  year. 

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board  have  installed  meters  on  the 
mains  supplying  every  city  and  town,  and  now  know  exactly  the 
number  of  gallons  used  by  each.  All  future  contracts  made  by 
them  will  be  on  the  basis  of  the  exact  amount  of  water  used,  as 
ascertained  by  meter.  Now  if  we  must  buy  our  water  by  meter 
measure,  is  it  not  good  business  judgment  to  sell  it  the  same  way. 
The  new  contract  is  but  two  years  off.  Now  with  this  big 
increase  of  rates  to  be  paid  the  State,  and  with  the  department 
not  now  any  too  strong  financially,  my  associates  recommend  a 
reduction  in  revenue  of  at  least  $1,700  per  year.  If  this  were  a 
private  enterprise,  to  protect  themselves,  they  would  be  com- 
pelled to  raise  rather  than  lower  rates,  or  to  borrow  money. 

The  following  letter  has  been  j^eceived  by  me  and  is  self- 
explanatory  :

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  regarding  the  water 
rates  paid  by  the  town  of  Swampscott,  I  send  the  following  state- 
ment showing  the  amounts  paid  by  the  town  for  each  year  since 
1899,  when  the  present  contract  was  made,  also  the  amounts 
which  would  have  been  paid  if  the  town  had  been  assessed  in 
accordance  with  the  law  fixing  the  assessments  of  the  several 
cities  and  towns  comprising  the  Metropolitan  District.

Owing  to  a  change  in  the  law  the  assessments  would  have 
been  much  larger  than  the  amounts  paid  under  the  contract  in  all 
the  years  since  1900.  The  aggregate  amount  of  these  differences 
since  1900,  when  the  change  was  made  in  the  method  of  assess- 
ment, down  to  and  including  the  present  year,  with  interest  at  4 
per  cent.,  is  about  $20,100,  and  I  estimate  that  the  deficiency  in 
1908,  when  the  contract  will  expire,  will  amount  to  about 
$35,000. 

As  to  what  action  will  be  taken  by  the  Board  when  the  present 
contract  expires,  I  cannot  say,  but  it  can  certainly  be  stated  that 
the  assessment  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  will  not  be  less  than 
if  the  town  were  included  in  the  district. 
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Beginning  with  the  year  1906  the  quantity  of  water  used  will 
become  a  factor  in  determining  the  assessments  to  be  paid  for 
water  throughout  the  Metropolitan  District,  and  if  this  law  were 
applied  to  the  town  of  Swampscott  its  assessment  would  be  still 
further  increased  as  the  amount  of  water  used  in  the  town  is 
much  larger  than  it  should  be.

From  the  above  letter  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  but  for  the 
favorable  ten-year  contract  made  between  the  town  and  the 
Metropolitan  Water  Board,  the  town  would  have  had  to  have 
paid  the  sum  of  $35,000  more  than  the  present  assessment. 

Below  I  quote  the  following  from  tlie  last  report  of  the  Metro- 
politan Water  Board,  page  337,  in  which  it  says  : 

Effect  of  Using  Meters. 

"The  most  certain  means  of  detecting  waste,  and  the  most 
effectual  means  of  preventing  the  extravagant  use  and  waste  of 
water,  is  that  of  measuring  the  water  supplied  to  each  muni- 
cipality, district  or  individual  water  taker,  and  obliging  each 
municipality  and  individual  to  pay  for  water  in  proportion  to  the 
quantity  used." 

I  further  quote  from  the  same  authority  from  page  339  : 

Effect  of  Meters  Upon  the  Poor. 

"The  fear  has  been  sometimes  expressed,  by  those  who  have 
not  given  the  subject  careful  study,  that  the  use  of  water  meters 
will  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  use  of  water  by  the  poorer 
class  of  takers  below  an  amount  necessary  for  health.  The  expe- 
rience in  the  cities  and  towns  using  meters  does  not  indicate  that 
there  need  be  any  fear  of  such  a  result.  It  is  the  usual  custom, 
where  meters  are  used,  to  make  a  uniform  minimum  charge  of  from 
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$10  to  $12  to  each  water  taker,  for  which  sum  the  taker  is  entitled 
to  use  the  quantity,  for  which  an  equal  charge  would  be  made  at 
meter  rates.  The  yearly  schedule  rate  paid  by  water  takers  in 
the  different  municipalities  of  the  Metropolitan  District  for  the 
use  of  one  faucet  and  a  water  closet  is  generally  from  $9  to 
and  the  rate  for  a  single  faucet  is  $5.  For  $10  per  annum  per 
taker,  every  person  in  a  family  of  average  size,  if  supplied  by 
meter  at  the  rate  of  14  cents  per  100  cubic  feet,  which  is  the 
rate  generally  in  force  throughout  the  district,  will  have  the 
privilege  of  using  30  gallons,  or  twelve  pailfuls  of  water  per 
day,  which  experience  shows  to  be  ample  for  domestic  use.  In 
many  municipalities  where  water  used  for  domestic  purposes  is 
metered,  exception  is  made  in  cases  where  premises  are  supplied 
through  a  single  faucet,  and  the  schedule  rate  remains  in  force. 
There  appears  to  be  no  reason,  however,  why  a  minimum  rate 
of  $5  per  year  should  not  be  made  for  premises  of  this  kind 
supplied  by  meter.  Experience  shows  that  the  majority  of  the 
water  takers  using  water  for  domestic  purposes  use  less  than  the 
quantity  to  which  they  are  entitled  by  the  minimum  charge." 

How  Shall  These  Meters  be  Paid  For? 

I  am  in  favor  of  the  Town  buying  and  owning  the  meters,  to 
be  paid  for  by  issuing  the  remaining  authorized  water  bonds, 
rather  than  using  these  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  relaying  old 
mains,  which  I  consider  should  be  paid  for  out  of  water  revenue. 
I  am  convinced  that  if  the  average  householder  desires  a  reduc- 
tion in  water  rates  that  the  adoption  of  meters  is  the  proper 
course  to  pursue.

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Report  of  Sewer  Commissioners. 


To  the  citizens  of  Swampscott :  — 

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  respectfully  present  the 
following  report  of  the  work  of  their  department  for  the  year 
ending  February  28,  1905. 

The  Board  organized  for  the  year  by  re-election  of  Aaron  R. 
Bunting  as  chairman.  George  T.  Till  was  appointed  clerk  and 
collector.  The  work  of  the  year  has  been  the  construction  of 
particular  sewers  and  house  connections,  the  construction  of 
sewers  voted  by  the  Town,  the  perfecting  of  the  general  system 
and,  by  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  supervision  of 
the  building  of  the  Humphrey  street  drain. 

There  have  been  altogether  256  particular  sewer  and  46  drain 
connections. 

The  property  owners  manifest  a  general  desire  to  connect  with 
the  sewers,  and  we  trust  this  feeling  will  not  abate,  as  the  gen- 
eral use  of  the  sewers  not  only  is  beneficial  to  the  general  health 
of  the  Town  but  a  benefit  to  the  entire  system. 

We  have  made  settlement  with  all  parties  in  questions  of  land 
damages. 

Under  the  authority  given  by  the  Sewer  Acts  we  have  com- 
mitted to  the  Collector  the  assessments  on  the  abutters  for  their 
proportion  of  the  costs  for  sewer  construction  and  connection. 
The  frontage  and  area  assessment  amounts  to  $25,724.84.  Of 
this  amount  $4,145.29  was  apportioned.  The  particular  sewer 
assessment  amounts  to  $7,395.54'  Of  this  amount  $506.62  was 
apportioned.  Reference  is  made  to  the  financial  statement  for 
information  regarding  collections. 
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The  working  of  the  system  so  for  as  constructed  has  been  very 
atisfactojy,  with  the  exception  of  the  underdrain  in  Berkshire 
nd  Hampden  streets,  where  frequent  cleanings  have  had  to  be 
[lade  on  account  of  the  clogging  of  the  underdrain,  due  to  the 
•eculiar  quicksand  formation  in  that  locality.  After  consulting 
7ith  our  Engineer  the  Board  decided  after  examination  to  make 
Lich  improvements  in  the  construction  at  this  locality  as  will 
emedy,  to  a  great  degree,  the  conditions  found  existing.  The 
^ork  was  done  by  Mr.  F.  D.  Mayo,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Engineer,  on  a  basis  of  15  per  cent,  of  the  actual  expense  of 
ibor,  at  a  total  cost  with  material  furnished  by  the  Town  of 
1,827.94.  The  Board  recommend  the  relaying  of  the  Town 
rains  on  Berkshire  and  Hampden  streets,  which  have  become 
seless  through  breakage  and  clogging- for  the  purpose  originally 
itended.

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The  Board  will  continue  the  policy  of  making  no  recommend- 
ations for  further  extensions  of  the  system  in  the  belief  that  such 
portions  of  the  Town  where  sewerage  was  imperatively  needed 
have  been  provided  for.  This  decision  was  made  some  time 
ago  and  publishecj  in  our  last  annual  report.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

  ; 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  presents  for  your  consideration 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  February  17,  1905. 

The  Board  organized  March  25,  as  follows;  Dr.  Frank  B. 
Stratton,  Chairman ;  Michael  Haley,  Jasper  H.  Stone,  and 
William  R.  Patten,  clerk. 

The  rules  and  regulations  were  distributed  in  pamphlet  form, 
and,  besides  providing  for  the  care  of  contagious  diseases  and 
the  abatement  of  common  health  nuisances,  it  also  contained 
complete  plumbing  regulations. 

In  formulating  this  plumbing  ordinance  it  was  the  desire  of 
the  Board  to  make  the  expense  as  small  on  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty, "  especially  those  who  have  bought  houses  on  mortgage," 
as  would  be  consistent  with  health  and  safety. 

The  Board  voted  to  reappoint  Martin  E.  Nies,  Health  Officer, 
and  the  duties  of  this  office  have  been  performed  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner,  report  of  which  is  hereunto  appended. 

The  Board  voted  to  appoint  Benjamin  C.  Pedrick  as  caretaker 
of  Fisherman's  Beach  during  the  summer  months,  for  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  per  week.

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The  contract  for  ashes  and  house  offal  was  therefore  awarded 
to  Lawrence  Rainford. 

Owing  to  the  number  of  complaints  received  in  previous  years 
the  Board  thought  it  advisable  to  award  the  contract  for  caring 
of  night  soil  to  George  Curtis,  and  voted  accordingly. 

There  has  been  a  marked  dimunition  in  complaints  of  improper 
drainage  or  overflowing  cesspools,  total  number  of  complaints 
received  being  but  48.  This,  no  doubt,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a 
great  many  places  which  have  been  a  source  of  nuisance  in  pre- 
vious years  have  entered  the  sewer.  • 

The  past  summer  witnessed  a  condition  on  King's  Beach  very 
unhealthy  and  annoying  tg  our  citizens.  This  was  occasioned 
by  the  decaying  sea  moss,  masses  of  this  matter  lying  at  high 
water  in  a  badly  decomposed  state  for  several  days.  Numerous 
complaints  were  made  to  us.  The  Board,  however,  had  already 
taken  the  matter  up,  and,  after  several  conferences  with  the 
Metropolitan  Park  Commission,  the  offensive  nuisance  was 
abated  at  the  State's  expense.  The  Commission  was  disposed 
to  be  fair  in  the  matter,  and  your  Board  felt  that  as  this  condi- 
tion may  arise  in  the  future  some  agreement  ought  to  be  made 
with  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission  by  which  your  Board 
would  be  empowered  to  promptly  ward  off  a  recurrence  of  such 
nuisance  without  delay.  But  the  Commission  felt  that  it  could 
not  delegate  such  powers.  We  feel  that  the  building  of  the  new 
sea  wall  may  effectually  prevent  a  recurrence. 

The  Board  have  had  reported  during  the  year  28  cases  of  con- 
tagious diseases.  Of  this  number  10  cases  were  diphtheria,  6 
cases  scarlet  fever,  3  cases  typhoid  fever  and  9  cases  measles. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  smaller  number  of  con- 
tagious diseases  than  in  previous  years,  which,  no  doubt,  is  due 
in  a  great  measure  to  the  effective  system  of  disinfecting  of  vaults 
and  privies  of  different  school  buildings,  and  also  other  disease 
breeding  sources. 

In  harmony  with  last  year's  repors  the  Board  still  feel  that  the 
town  should  take  some  action  in  securing  public  bathing  facili- 
ties. 
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The  following  note  explains  the  Board's  delay  in  getting  their 
report  to  the  printer  : —

Dear  Sir, — Do  not  delay  your  report  any  longer,  as  I  do  not 
intend  to  sign  it.  I  shall  make  a  minority  report  on  the  Inspec- 
tor of  Plumbing,  and  therefore  I  cannot  sign  both  reports.

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Minority  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

I  hereby  present  for  your  consideration  my  minority  report  of 
the  Board  of  Health.  In  presenting  this  report  I  deem  it  my 
duty  as  a  public  servant  of  the  Town,  to  inform  the  citizens  of 
the  position  I  have  taken  in  regard  to  the  vote  of  the  Town,  at 
an  adjourned  Town  Meeting,  whereby  the  Town  voted  to  accept 
"The  Revised  Laws,"  Chapter  103  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
relative  to  the  appointment  of  a  plumbing  inspector. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Board  received  several  appli- 
cations for  the  position  of  inspector,  but  found  that  they  could 
not  appoint  an  inspector  of  plumbing  until  he  had  passed  a  civil 
service  examination.  Whereupon  Mr.  Martin  E.  Nies  was 
appointed  health  officer,  until  such  time  as  a  man  could  be  found 
who  would  be  eligible  for  the  position.  I  have  at  different  times 
called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  this  matter,  but  they  have 
constantly  refused  to  send  in  the  list  of  applicants  at  hand,  two  of 
whom  were  veterans  of  the  Civil  War. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  July  8th,  the  majority  of  the 
Board  voted  to  send  the  name  of  Mr.  Martin  E.  Nies  to  the  civil 
service  examiner.  The  following  letter  will  show  the  result  of 
that  examination.

Dear  Sirs, — I  have  to  inform  you  in  compliance  with  your 
request  of  the  8th  inst.,.Mr.  Martin  E.  Nies  has  been  subjected 
to  an  examination  for  the  position  of  inspector  of  plumbing  in 
the  Town  of  Swampscott,  but  inasmuch  as  he  failed  to  pass  that 
examination  I  am  unable  to  certify  him  to  you  for  appointment.

This  copy  was  procured  by  me  at  the  State  House,  the  other 
members  denying  that  they  ever  received  any  such  communication, 
notwithstanding  a  copy  of  this  letter  was  mailed  to  the  Board  on 
July  26,  1904,  from  the  State  House. 

This  leaves  the  Town  without  an  inspector  of  plumbing  as 
required  by  Chapter  103  of  the  Revised  Laws.  At  one  time  the 
Board  voted  to  send  in  four  or  five  names  to  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners. This  vote  is  entered  on  the  records  of  the  Board  of 
Health.  Why  it  was  not  carried  out  may  be  explained  by  the^ 
other  members. 

It  seems  to  me  that  if  the  gentlemen  who  made  application  for 
the  privilege  of  taking  the  examinations  were  given  the  oppor- 
tunity they  might  have  proved  themselves  eligible.  This 
particular  branch  has  proved  very  important  and  very  expensive, 
and  I  believe  that  no  discrimination  should  be  made  against  any 
citizen  of  the  Town,  who  is  eligible  to  take  the  examination.  I 
would  recommend  that  the  Town  vote  to  instruct  the  Board  of 
Health  to  appoint  a  plumbing  inspector  as  required  by  the 
Public  Statutes. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  that  all  contracts 
made  should  be  published  in  the  Town  report,  I  hereby  submit, 
the  bids  received  by  the  Board  for  the  collection  of  house  offal 
and  ashes.

To  the  Board  of  Healthy  Swampscott^  Mass  : 

Gentlemen, — In  submitting  my  report  to  your  Board,  I  am 
pleased  to  say  th^t  in  the  performance  of  my  duties,  I  have  been 
aided  in  a  great  measure  by  the  willingness  and  desire  of  our 
citizens  in  general  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Board  in  making  sewer  connections  and  in  the  installation  of 
sanitary  fixtures.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  some  250 
sewer  and  upwards  of  50  underdrain  connections  have  been  made. 
These  figures,  when  compared  with  other  towns  similarly  situ- 
ated, show  conclusively  that  our  citizens  appreciate  the  benefits 
of  sewerage.  The  same  spirit  manifests  itself  in  generous  com- 
pliance with  the  rules  in  districts  outside  of  sewer  lines,  where 
the  cesspool  is  as  yet  the  only  means  to  dispose  of  house  drain- 
age. I  feel  confident  that  the  coming  spring  and  summer  will 
largely  increase  the  number  of  sewer  entrances,  with  beneficent 
results. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  acknowledge  your  kindly  co-operation 
in  advancing  this  work  and  am  especially  indebted  to  your 
Chairman,  Dr.  Frank  B.  Stratton,  for  the  frequent  use  of  his 


team  (gratis),  in  carrying  it  out.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Inspector 
of  Animals  and  Provisions,  for  the  year  ending  February  17, 1905. 

The  work  of  inspecting  animals  consisted  of  one  general 
inspection  in  the  fall  in  accordance  with  a  general  order  sent  out 
from  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  State  House,  Boston,  to  all 
cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 

This  inspection  showed  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  neat 
cattle,  although  all  the  animals  appeared  free  from  contagious 
disease  and  were  otherwise  in  good  condition. 

The  quality  of  meat,  vegetables  and  fruit  in  the  local  stores 
has  been  good,  as  has  also  been  that  of  the  majority  of  peddlers, 
coming  from  out  of  town.  Some  of  these,  however,  were  found 
with  poor  goods  on  their  teams  and  were  immediately  sent  away.

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Auditors'  Remarks. 


7o  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

We  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  the  fifty-third 
Annual  Report  of  the  Town,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February 
28,  1905. 

The  accounts  of  the  several  departments  have  been  carefully 
examined  and  we  have  proper  vouchers  on  file  for  payments 
made. 

The  Treasurer's  accounts  have  been  audited  quarterly,  and  we 
have  on  file  bank  cashiers'  certificates  for  balance  of  each  quarter's 
auditing. 

The  Water  Board  Sinking  Fund  has  been  carefully  looked 
over,  bonds. examined,  and  balance  found  to  be  correct. 

The  items  of  receipts  can  be  found  by  referring  to  the  different 
departments  as  they  appear  in  the  Treasurer's  account. 

On  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Auditors  of  1903-4,  the 
Water  Department  have  adopted  a  card  system  this  year  for  the 
care  of  water  rentals  which  is  an  improvement  over  the  old 
system  and  we  feel  that  it  will  facilitate  and  systematize  in 
future  the  work  of  that  department. 

We  recommend  that  a  committtee  of  five  (5)  including  the 
present  Board  of  Selectmen  be  appointed  to  investigate  as  to  the 
advisability  of  changing  the  By-Laws  to  close  the  fiscal  year  at 
an  earlier  date.  The  necessity  of  this  being  done  to  give  the 
Auditors  and  printers  ample  time  to  get  the  reports  out  on  time, 
the  tendency  of  committees  being  to  hold  their  reports  past  the 
time  they  should  be  in  the  printer's  hands, —  the  last  report  pre- 
sented was  March  8th.

To  choose  a  Tree  Warden  for  the  year  ensuing. 
All  to  be  chosen  on  one  ballot. 

Art.  3.  To  vote  by  ballot  "Yes"  or  "No"  upon  the  ques- 
tion :  Shall  Licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  Intoxicating 
Liquors  in  this  Town. 

Art.  4.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Auditing 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Commfttee,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  the  Engineers  of  the 
Fire  Department,  the  Superintendent  of  Cemetery,  the  Board  of 
Health,  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Milk  Inspector,  the  Committee 
on  Street  Lights,  the  Water  Commissioners,  the  Surveyor  of 
Highways,  the  Inspector  of  Cattle,  Provisions,  etc.,  the  Park 
Commissioners,  the  Sewer  Commissioners,  the  Tree  Warden, 
and  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

Art.  5.  To  raifee  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appro- 
priations therefor. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of  names 
for  Jurors,  as  prepared  and  posted  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of 
the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art  9.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of 
the  Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  what  rate  of  discount,  if  any,  will 
be  allowed  for  prompt  payment  on  or  before  a  certain  date. 

Art.  II.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  ($175)  dollars  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  James  L.  Bates,  Post  118,  G.  A.  R.,  toward  defraying 
the  expenses  of  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  rate  of  interest  the  Town  will  charge 
on  taxes  not  paid  before  November  i ,  of  the  year  in  which  they 
are  assessed. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  determ- 
ining how  money  shall  be  raised  to  pay  for  permanent  improve- 
ments. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  an  electric 
(arc)  light  in  the  square  at  the  junction  of  Forest  avenue,  Devens 
and  Banks  roads  and  Redington  street  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same  as  petitioned  for. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  an  incandes- 
cent light  at  the  end  of  Greenwood  avenue  near  Humphrey 
street,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  an  incandes- 
cent light  at  the  corner  of  Yawata  street  and  Beach  Bluff  depot 
yard,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for. 
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Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  an  electric 
(arc)  light  on  Ontario  street,  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  as  petitioned  for. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  the  salary  of 
the  clerk  of  the  Overseers  of  Poor  fifty  ($50)  dollars  per  year, 
as  petitioned  for. 

Art  19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take,  if  any,  to 
abate  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  overflow  of  the  surface  water 
from  the  brook  emptying  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  tracks  of  the 
Boston  &  Maine  railroad,  near  Stetson  avenue,  as  petioned  for. 

Art.  30.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  repairing  the  Soldiers  Monument  lot,  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  ($300)  three  hundred  dollars  to  buy  and  set  boundry  stones 
on  the  several  streets  which  have  been  accepted,  and  do  not  now 
have  said  stones. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  charge  for  all 
water  used  in  the  Town  at  a  rate  per  thousand  gallons,  said  rate 
to  be  established  by  the  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Town; 
and  that  meters  for  the  measurement  of  all  water  used  be  pur- 
chased, owned,  and  installed  by  the  Town,  and  that  said  Water 
Commissioners  be  authorized  to  purchase  and  install  said  meters. 

Art.  23.  To  see  if  .  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of 
Sewer  Commissioners  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  per- 
mit issued  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission  in  relation 
to  substituting  adjustable  manhole  covers  for  those  now  in  use 
on  the  State  Highway,  so  that  they  can  be  adjusted  to  the  grade 
of  the  roadbed,  also  to  keep  in  repair  the  macadam  around  the 
manhole  covers.

Duilding  as  recommended  by  the  School  Board  of  the  Town,  or 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  28.  To  see  what  money,  if  any,  the  Town  will  appro- 
priate for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  Art.  27. 

Art.  29.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take,  if  any,  to 
ibate  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  overflow  of  water  on  the  south- 
;rly  side  of  Essex  street,  commencing  at  a  point  near  the  easterly 
;nd  of  the  cemetery  and  continuing  to  a  point  near  the  junction 
3f  Stetson  avenue  with  Essex  street,  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same,  as  petitioned  for. 
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Art.  30.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take,  if  any,  in 
relation  to  granting  the  Town  employees  of  the  Highway 
Department  a  half  holiday  Saturdays  with  pay  during  the  months 
of  June,  July,  August  and  September,  as  petitioned  for. 

Art.  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  Fuller  avenue  as 
laid  out  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  Eureka  avenue  as 
laid  out  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  that  part  of  Devens 
road  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  that  part  of  Red- 
ington  street  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a  committee  to 
consider  and  make  a  detailed  report  at  the  adjourned  Town 
Meeting,  upon  a  plan  for  providing  a  Memorial  Building  to  be 
used  as  a  Public  Library  and  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  Hall, 
and  if  the  plans  as  submitted  at  the  adjourned  meeting  be 
approved,  to  make  appropriation,  therefor,  as  petitioned  for. 

Art.  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  place  the  care,  mainten- 
ance and  control  of  the  public  playground  in  the  hands  of  the 
Park  Commissioners. 

Art.  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  its  Selectmen 
at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  in  March,  1906,  in 
the  following  manner :  One  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for 
the  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  at 
each  Annual  Town  Meeting  thereafter  to  elect  one  Selectman 
for  the  term  of  three  years.
